y eyes water from the stench of sewage. If not for the 
endless adrenaline surging through my veins, I might have 
already spilled the delectable Seacadorian grapes churning in my stomach. 

“T will go first—” 

“No.” Zander seizes Elisaf by the shoulder, stopping his loyal friend 
from climbing the ladder. Even in the shadows of the underground tunnel, 
there’s no missing the stiffness in his jaw, the resolution in his stare. “If this 
is a trap set by Mordain, J am the better match for what awaits us.”

His fist 
clutches a gleaming merth-forged dagger at his side, its blade primed for 
plunging into flesh. I want to think that flesh won’t be mine, but nothing is 
guaranteed now that my secret is out. 

Will there come a point when the nights Zander and I shared, our heads 
nestled in pillows, our words laced with heady promises, mean nothing? 
When the fleeing king puts his kingdom and crown before his heart and 
accepts the ruin a key caster—one with poison flowing through her veins— 
could bring to Islor is far too great? 

Will I see the resolve in those beautiful hazel eyes when he makes that 
decision? 

My chest tightens with the thought of Zander becoming my enemy 
again. But that needs to be a worry for another day too. 

I push out all concerns but the most pressing one—is there any hope in 
hell of me escaping death tonight? 


Each second that passes without any sign of Zander swells my dread. 

“This must all have been so confusing for you,” Gesine says. “From the 
moment you woke.” 

“T thought I was losing my mind,” I admit. Just like my father had. Only 
now I know the truth about that too. 

A whistle calls. 

“Climb.” Elisaf nudges me forward, urgency in his lyrical Seacadorian 
accent. 

I don’t waste a second, scaling the ladder far less gracefully than 
Zander, the rungs creaking beneath my weight. I wince against a splinter 
that slides beneath my skin as I emerge into a pitch-black space.

An army led by his treasonous brother is building a pyre for 
me, every immortal in Islor will want me dead for the poison in my veins, 
and the most powerful spellcasters in Mordain will hunt me down should 
they discover I’m a key caster ... 

Zander finally knows that I do not belong in this world, and he is 
searching for an excuse to abandon me to it. 

I ignore his offer of help, testing the floor with my toes for clear footing 
before stepping off the ladder. The tunnel is supposed to lead us to the 
Rookery, but all I sense are walls. I occupy my hands with my cloak, 
praying for my eyes to adjust. 

Zander sighs with resignation. “You are angry with me.” 

For an elven with the ability to read my mood through my pulse—to 
catch every jump of fear, every stir of desire, every pull of guilt—he finally 


has it wrong. I’m not angry. I’m hurt. If I allow myself a moment to absorb 
how much, the ache might swallow me whole. 

I’m saved from responding as Gesine and her floating globe ascend 
from the city’s bowels with the poise of a shadow, her inky hair hidden 
within the hood of her cloak.

Between the caster’s magical light and Elisaf’s torch, I can finally 
discern the crowded, low-ceilinged room we’ve climbed into, cluttered with 
wooden crates and barrels of various sizes. Another dusty storage space that 
hides Cirilea’s secret passageways. 

Gesine flicks her wrist, and a stack of crates slides across the gaping 
hole in the floor, concealing its existence. 

Despite our current predicament, my heart skips a beat with excitement, 
as it does every time I witness real magic in this world. 

“A skiff awaits us at the dock. The most discreet path is along the 
seawall.” The light of her globe fades until it vanishes. She gestures toward 
Elisaf’s torch, its firelight glinting off the gold collar that encircles her neck. 
A reminder that she is still shackled by Queen Neilina, even this far from 
Ybaris. “There is a metal bucket of water by the door. You must leave that 
behind.”

The flame sizzles, throwing the tiny storage room into 
darkness once again. 

With Elisaf’s guiding hand on my shoulder, we creep out of the shack 
single file, Zander leading the way, his footfalls silent against the dirt path. 
A lean-to cluttered with scrap wood and fishing nets sits directly ahead. 
Beyond it and to the right are rows of one-story shanties. They’re the homes 
in the Rookery that Zander and I visited on more than one occasion, doling 
out gold coins to the loitering peasants. No one lingers on the porches now, 
though, save for a stray cat devouring its kill. 

Rhythmic waves lap against rock on my left, the only hint of the 
yawning expanse of sea beyond.

Sour 
humor laces Zander’s words.

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“The Ybarisan daughter of Aoife and the Islorian son of Malachi. Yes, I 
recall. You’re speaking in riddles based on hallucinations rooted in 
madness,” he snaps, all semblance of charm gone. 

I can’t fault Zander for his anger. Too late, he learned how these casters 
from Mordain have been spinning a web of duplicity so thick, no one can 
see from one side to the other. While he claims he never trusted Wendeline, 
I think confirming her treachery has wounded him deeply. 

And her list of deceptions keeps growing. She lied about even knowing 
of Gesine and Ianca, let alone of their arrival in Cirilea. She knew of 
Ybaris’s plot to kill Islor’s royal family the night of the wedding, and 
instead of stopping that tragedy from unfolding, she altered schedules to kill 


Zander’s parents sooner. She misled Zander about the poison, convincing 
him it was deliquesced merth, an odd metal vine that grows in the 
mountains and is toxic to immortals. Her hand was literally on the arrow 
when Margrethe summoned the Fate of Fire to resurrect Princess Romeria’s 
body—unbeknownst to them, with me in it. 

And this unparalleled key caster power that simmers within my limbs, 
subdued by the ring around my finger? Wendeline discovered it the same 
night I arrived here, unconscious and torn apart by the daaknar. But she hid 
that vital truth from everyone, including me. 

Wendeline may be more culpable for Zander’s kingdom unraveling than 
all of Ybaris’s scheming royal family put together, and she swears she did it 
in the best interests of Islor. 

Only time will tell. 

“That is better left to discussion when we are not scampering through 
sewers and along shorelines like rodents, do you not agree?” The faintest 
edge in Gesine’s voice—a hairline crack in her otherwise relentless 
deference to a king—makes me smile. Behind all the curtsies and bows to 
royal protocol, she has a backbone. 

And a purpose for being here that I should be wary of. According to 
Wendeline, the elemental caster spent years studying prophecy with the 
scribes. She may claim to be here to guide me, but I’d be an idiot to ignore 
the probability that I am a tool to serve an agenda, one that likely won’t 
work in my favor. 

“As long as you are prepared to answer it with the truth.” Zander echoes 
my thoughts. 

“T have no intention of doing otherwise.” 

I note it’s not a promise. 

The hollow thud of boat hulls as they buoy over waves tells me we’re 
nearing the dock. I allow myself the tiniest glimmer of relief that we’ve 
almost made it to safety. 


Zander stops so abruptly that I plow into his rigid body, my hands flying 
up to his back to brace myself.

Strong hands seize my waist, cutting off the acerbic retort. My body 
tenses, my palms bracing on Zander’s biceps for support as he lifts me off 
my feet and onto the dock. 

“Shouldn’t I be the distrustful one?” His grip lingers for a moment 
before he steps back. 

Another wave of hurt washes over me. 

Everything between us has changed tonight. 

“Perhaps we could afford a little light?” he murmurs. 

Gesine’s globe appears again, a dull sphere floating low to the ground, 
just bright enough to illuminate the gaps in wood planks. 

We rush wordlessly, Zander’s pace brisk enough that I’m nearly 
running.

Well, he’s still an old goat, but there be no magic for fixin’ that.” 

“Pm glad to see it.” Anguish twinges inside me at the mention of 
Wendeline. What will she face for her treason to the crown? Does she 
deserve it? If only I could see her again and demand she explain why. 

“To the docks!” a soldier bellows, and my fear spikes. The army is 
closing in. 

“We cannot delay another second, for all our sakes,” Gesine warns, 
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urging, “Go now!” to the couple. 

Cecily grabs hold of my hand, squeezing it tightly. “May we see you 
again, in your rightful place on the throne.” Collecting a small lantern, the 
couple huddles together and rushes toward land. 

“May I see you again too,” I whisper after them. Somewhere beyond the 
shanties, metal pounds against cobblestone. The soldiers are running. 

Elisaf and Zander have already climbed into the skiff and grabbed the 
oars. I clamber in behind them, my entrance inelegant and noisy. Gesine 
uses her leg to push us off before she settles near the bow. 

My pulse thrums in my throat as Zander and Elisaf propel us into the 
night with powerful strokes, my attention locked on the dark shoreline, the 
lanterns offering little light. Beyond, farther up, the castle glows orange, its 
imposing outline a murky shape against the sky. 


“Do you think Abarrane got out?” We left the commander of the Legion 
and her elite warriors behind to face an entire army. 

“She will meet us in Eldred Wood as agreed, or she will die trying,” 
comes Zander’s cold response.

“Over there! That must be them on the water!” someone shouts. 

Zander curses. 

My own thoughts repeat it. Damn these Islorians and their superior 
vision. 

“Archers! Ready!” a familiar voice hollers. 

“That’s Boaz.” The captain of the king’s guard has yelled at me enough 
times that I recognize his booming voice. “He’s commanding the soldiers to 
fire on you?” On Islor’s rightful king? 


“More likely on you. I’m just collateral damage.” The skiff jerks 
forward, Zander and Elisaf’s strokes increasing in both speed and strength. 

But it’s not enough. 

A dozen flaming arrows launch into the night sky with the first volley, 
sailing toward us like shooting stars. 

“Get down!” Zander hisses, abandoning his oars and diving forward to 
shield me with his body. 

I cower, my stomach clenching as balls of fire illuminate the water’s 
surface, revealing our exact location before plunging into the sea. 

Zander wastes no time peeling away from me. “Is everyone okay?” The 
chorus of ayes pulls a sigh of relief from him. 

“You don’t have armor.” 

He still wears the ink-blue jacket he wore to the tournament, the velvet 
fabric useless against flying metal.

“Thank God they missed,” I mutter, more to myself. 

“T will thank the fates for nothing but the suffering of my people,” he 
growls, the oar blades churning through the water with angry strokes. 

Elisaf matches his pace. “I’m afraid Boaz will not miss again.” I’m not 
used to hearing anxiety in my night guard’s voice. 

“Then we must do what we can to stop them.” Gesine stands facing the 
shoreline. 

“Are you mad, woman?” Zander scolds. “Sit down before you are dead 
and useless to us.” 

“We will all be dead and useless shortly.” Gesine’s cloaked arms reach 
out on either side. “Are you ready, Romeria?” 


My eyes bulge with surprise. Me? For what? I shoot her a questioning 
look, but she’s not paying attention to us, her head bent forward as if in 
prayer. 

Whatever this powerful elemental is about to do, it involves her abilities 
—the three shimmering emblems marked on her forearm, hidden beneath 
the heavy wool, that depict her affinities to water, air, and earth. 

A breeze stirs from the dead calm, like a teasing summer wind, 
fluttering strands of my hair, caressing my cheek. 

“Ready!” Boaz roars from the shore as the soldiers prepare another 
barrage. His voice sends fresh fear coursing through me. 

“Not yet ...,” Gesine whispers, her eyes still closed. “Romeria, you 
have Aoife’s ring on your finger and Princess Romeria’s affinity flowing 
through your limbs. Use them.” 

“T don’t know how.” I falter over my objection. I didn’t know how the 
day of the nethertaur attack either, but somehow, I sent a water beast 
colliding with it. 

Zander rows hard as he watches the shoreline. “We need to stop those 
arrows. Use the sea.” 

“How?” I plead for an answer because I’m drawing a blank. How do 
you use water to stop a flying steel blade? 

“Fates,” Elisaf hisses as more arrows shoot into the sky in unison, 
gliding steadily toward us. They will rain down on this wooden skiff in 
seconds, and Elisaf is right—Boaz won’t miss twice. 

My pulse drums in my head like the second hand on a clock. 

Zander drops his oars and dives forward, sheltering me. Willing to take 
the onslaught of deadly arrows for me again. His arms tighten. “If only 
we’d met in your world instead,” he whispers, his lips grazing my ear. 

Then maybe we would have had a chance, I finish in my thoughts. I 
can’t resist the urge to reach for his chest, to press my palm against the

My hand has barely closed over the skiff’s rail when a gust sweeps in 
from behind us, strengthening by the second until my elaborate braids lash 
about and a relentless, high-pitched whistle drowns out all other sound.

Another call sounds, like a song muffled beneath the water, impossible 
to decipher but pleasant. Lulling, almost. I feel an innate pull, an urge to 
reach for the oars and paddle out in search of the source of such enticing 
music. “What is that?” 


Zander curses. “She’s delivered us to the sirens.” 

Alarm bells ring in my head as I search the night for any hint of the 
monsters Wendeline claims have plagued the water since the tear in the 
Nulling that unleashed hellish beasts. They’ve made passage by ship 
impossible for any immortal, sniffing them out like bloodhounds on a scent.

After galloping across the hilly terrain at a relentless 
pace, avoiding the road as much as possible, every muscle in my body 
aches, and the insides of my thighs feel raw. 

“How much longer?” The dense forest of Eldred Wood is closing in 
around us. 

“We are almost there. From this point forward, assume these woods 
have eyes and ears.” Zander scans the trees. 

I see nothing. “Friendly ones?” 

“Loyal ones.” 

Elisaf follows as Zander steers our horse along a narrow and rocky trail. 
Gesine is conscious again and sitting upright, some of the color returned to 
her face. 

The path grows more treacherous the farther we travel. “This is Gully’s 
Pass?” It was one of the route options the day of the king’s hunt. Atticus 
said it was safer for the horses. As I observe the vertical drop to our left, I 
fear what the other option looks like. 


“Down there.” He points toward the valley. “But the Legion will have 
made camp on a plateau ahead. It’s a defensible vantage point and one of 
Abarrane’s favorites for hunting. She keeps supplies there.” He sounds so 
sure that the Legion will have made it out, yet a slight waver betrays his 
confidence. 

The trail has grown too narrow for the horses to pass. I hold my breath 
and cling tighter to Zander’s waist, trying to ignore the loose stones 
skittering out from beneath the horses’ hooves to plunge down the cliff, 
bouncing off tree trunks. 

Thankfully, the trail veers away from the gorge, cutting through the 
densely packed trees. My ears catch the rush of moving water a moment 
before we break through the forest and into a small clearing where a river 
meanders ahead. 

Zander leads us to the riverbank. Rabbits hiding in the leggy grass dash 
away from the horses, their white tails held high. The horses don’t pay them 
any heed, focused on their next drink. 

I struggle to dismount, gritting my teeth against the chafing of my wool 
pants against my skin. Where my thighs held a death grip for hours feels 
raw. In contrast, my backside is numb. I smooth my palms over it with a 
sigh that earns Elisaf’s chuckle. 

“Tt’s not funny.” 

“Tt’s a little funny,” Zander says absently, but his attention is on the 
trees. 

Gesine is quiet as she kneels at the river’s edge and scoops shaky 
handfuls of water. She brings them to her mouth for a drink. 

“Feeling better?” I wince as I bend down to mimic her. The cold water 
is refreshing, especially beneath the afternoon sun. 

“Yes, much,” she says through a breathy laugh. “Though I am not 
anxious to get back in that saddle.” 

“Same.” Louder, I ask, “How much farther?” 


Zander adjusts a harnessed blade at his ribs. “This is the meet spot.” 

I look around the meadow, empty save for us and the rabbits. “Shouldn’t 
Abarrane be here by now, then?” 

I’m not the only one worried. Deep lines etch Elisaf’s forehead. “They 
should be here by now, if they escaped the city when they needed to.” He’s 
answering my question, but I know he’s talking to his king. 

Zander scoffs at the unspoken suggestion. “There is no way any 
common soldier would be able to stop them. I’ve seen Abarrane cut through 
fifty men on her own.” 

“But five hundred? And injured by a nethertaur?” Elisaf asks gently. “I 
did not sense them anywhere along the path. Abarrane would have had a 
perimeter set.” 

I watch as the words settle on Zander’s shoulders, their reality weighing 
down his posture and his hope. Did we backtrack all this way just to 
confirm that the Legion is dead? That we’re on our own against an army 
that was once his to command? 

“You could not sense us because you smell like a latrine,” a familiar 
voice calls out, followed by a faint hiss a split second before an arrow 
grazes Elisaf’s arm and spears the soft ground behind him. 

Zander’s body sinks with relief as Abarrane emerges from behind a 
boulder, her bow slung over her shoulder, her sword gripped in her palm. 
The warrior limps through the long grass toward us with a confidence that 
defies the gashes marring her sinewy body and the caked blood that has 
turned her wheat-colored hair dark. A tourniquet holds a ghastly wound on 
her thigh closed. Will it be another scar to add to her collection, the most 
prominent being the long, thin one that trails her hairline from her forehead 
to her earlobe? 

I never thought I’d be happy to see the brackish Islorian. 

“That is for doubting me.” She taps the shallow cut on Elisaf’s bare skin 
with the flat of her sword blade, smearing the bright red line of blood. 


Elisaf winces. “Lesson learned.” 

Zander assesses her injuries with a quick head-to-toe glance. “How 
many of you are there?” 

Her expression turns grim. “Nineteen, including myself.” 

I have no idea how many were in the Legion originally, but the muscle 
in Zander’s jaw ticks, telling me there were significantly more. “Where are 
they?” 

“We’ve set up camp a mile south, ready to pick off any enemy who 
ventures in.” Sharp eyes swing to me, and I can’t help but shrink at the way 
they harden. Abarrane has always terrified me, from the first moment I 
faced her in the king’s war room, when she threatened torture to exact 
answers I didn’t have. But she also didn’t flinch at defending me as we ran 
from a charging army in the square. But that was because Zander ordered 
her. Where Boaz was for the crown, Abarrane and the elite guard she 
commands are for the man whose head it should adorn. Her unwavering 
loyalty to him is admirable. 

But she’d also skin me alive if Zander asked it of her, and a very dark 
part would enjoy doing it. 

Whatever reservations Abarrane may have for me, when her attention 
shifts to the river’s edge, raw fury collects in her features. “What is one of 
Queen Neilina’s witches doing in Islor?” she spits, her hand gripping the 
pommel of her sword. It’s the first time I’ve heard anyone use that name for 
a caster, and it’s obviously not meant as a compliment. 

“This is Caster Gesine,” Zander introduces. “As for what she is doing in 
Islor, we will learn the truth of that soon.” 


As we close in on the Legion’s camp, I see why Abarrane prefers this area. 
The canopy of looming trees grants shelter while the river provides ample 


water for horses and warriors alike. Sheer rock walls drop along the west 
and south sides, limiting ambush opportunities and allowing a clear view of 
the valley below, so they can kill their enemy with arrows one by one. 

A curt whistle sounds, and Abarrane responds with one of her own. 

Movement from the corner of my eye draws my attention to my left 
where a legionary stands not twenty feet away. The nocked arrow he had 
aimed at us is leveled toward the ground. 

Aimed at me, I realize, as I take in that cold, predatory stare, reminding 
me of Sofie’s henchmen, the two men who slaughtered Korsakov’s entire 
security team on the night that started all of this. Does this legionary agree 
with Atticus that Islor would be better off without me? 

How many of them feel the same? 

In all my time in Cirilea, I’ve only met a few of these fierce warriors, 
trained by Abarrane herself. While the encounters were brief, everything 
inside told me that if one of them ever had reason to kill me, I was as good 
as dead. 

The poison coursing through my veins is plenty reason to make it 
happen. What would they do if they knew what else thrummed in this body, 
waiting for release? Would the order of an exiled king be enough to stay 
their blades? 

Zander’s earlier warning—to assume everyone is an enemy—has me 
shifting closer to his side as we head into camp. 

“Zorya,” Elisaf says in soft greeting, handing off our horses’ reins to a 
warrior with lengthy auburn hair tied off in braids and a bloody rag secured 
diagonally across one eye. “How bad is it?” 

“Merth blade.” Her voice is emotionless. 

Elisaf grimaces, his pat of comfort landing on the female warrior’s 
shoulder. “I am sorry.” 

“He paid for it with his life, though I wish I could have had more time 
taking it from him.” Zorya’s good eye shifts from Elisaf to Zander. She 


bows her head. “Your Highness.” She peers at me but offers no greeting. 
The narrowed gaze she gives Gesine before she leads the horses away is 
downright menacing. 

“That is unfortunate. She was one of our best fighters,” Zander says 
somberly. 

“Zorya is still one of our best fighters.” Abarrane glares at him as if 
daring to suggest otherwise is a personal affront. She leads us past a 
bearded warrior who wipes blood and gore from his sword. Her limp grows 
more pronounced, the cloth bandage glistening with fresh blood despite her 
attempts to stifle it. That injury is far more serious than she’s letting on. 

The smell of roasting meat teases my nostrils, stirring the first hunger 
pangs I’ve had since yesterday. A wild boar is trussed over a firepit, 
manned by two warriors. A handful of simple tents—stretched leather over 
tent poles—are scattered throughout, the nearest sheltering a warrior who 
lies on the ground while another stitches a gash across his stomach. Others 
lounge, checking their bandages and cleaning their wounds. Those who are 
mobile are busy running the camp, chopping wood to stoke the cook fire, 
sharpening weapon blades, hauling buckets of water. 

All wear leathers drenched in blood and countless scrapes and cuts. 

And every one of them stops what they’re doing when they notice 
Gesine. Zander was not exaggerating about their feelings for all things 
Mordain. I can practically taste the loathing and distrust in the air. 

“Nineteen,” he echoes, more to himself, his jaw hard. 

“Are there many grave injuries among them?” Gesine surveys the 
warriors. There is no way she can’t feel their hatred, but if she’s 
apprehensive, she hides it behind her tranquil mask. 

Abarrane watches the caster as if deciding whether to acknowledge her. 
“Most will heal on their own, given time—” 

“T will help speed things along. I will heal as many as I can. If you will 
allow it,” she adds, bowing her head to the war commander. 


“Tf they will allow it, and I promise you, most would prefer to ... stay 
far from your kind.” Abarrane glares at the gold collar that marks Gesine 
for what she is. “Then again, we are without tributaries here.” 

Feeding off a caster might sustain an Islorian, but it’s an instant death 
sentence for the former. I know that much. 

The subtle intimidation has the desired effect. Gesine blanches. 

Abarrane’s responding grin is wicked. 

“What happened in Cirilea?” Zander shifts the conversation from threats 
that are likely not idle. 

Her amusement falls off. “The city was taken almost immediately as 
word of Princess Romeria’s duplicity spread. I have never seen that many 
soldiers within the walls, not even on your wedding day.” She scowls. “Do 
not tell me that was not Atticus’s intention.” 

“T cannot be sure of anything anymore.” 

“He must have suspected our plans to escape because he had the north 
and west walls under heavy guard, and he used Kettling’s men to set an 
effective trap at the bridge.” 

“Kettling’s men were intentionally left outside the walls. We agreed we 
didn’t want Adley with too much influence inside.” 

“Or so your brother claimed.” She hesitates. “I lost Gorm.” 

“I am sorry, Abarrane,” Zander says, his voice bleeding with sympathy. 

She nods once as if to accept his condolences. 

“Who will take his place as second?” 

“Jarek.” 

Zander makes a sound that I can’t pin as satisfaction or disapproval, but 
he doesn’t say anything. 

“They chased us to the border of the woods before retreating. It was the 
general himself who opened my leg with his merth blade.” 

“Adley’s son? I’ve never known him to withdraw.” 


“You’ve never known him without his head on his shoulders.” She 
hands her bow to a passing warrior. “It was Boaz who signaled the retreat, 
after we cut down half of Adley’s men. I’m sure he is now busy plotting his 
attack here. We’ll see if your treasonous brother is foolish enough to send a 
king’s army into the pass.” 

Zander greets a male who sits on a tree stump, shirtless and covered in 
dried blood, dragging his blade across a sharpening stone with methodical 
strokes. I shouldn’t be surprised that Zander seems to know every one of 
these warriors. Even as king, he learns the names and faces of those around 
him, from soldiers to stable hands. “My brother is many things, but foolish 
is not one of them. Securing Islor under his rule will be his priority. He 
knows how Adley schemes, and he won’t risk gaining the throne only to 
lose it in the chaos of the aftermath. He will be busy sending letters to all 
corners of Islor, announcing his claim and replacing the lords and ladies 
who died in yesterday’s royal repast with those loyal to him. But once that 
is done, he will come for us.” 

“Us, or Ybaris’s poison mill?” 

I don’t give Abarrane the satisfaction of a reaction, shifting my attention 
to the river where several male and female legionaries wash the blood from 
their sculpted bodies. One of them I recognize as the guard from the castle 
dungeon that day I visited Tyree, only his blond hair is free of braids and 
clinging to a body carved in hard muscle. He pauses to regard us, not a hint 
of modesty in his nakedness, in water that only reaches mid-thigh. 

I struggle to keep my expression as my cheeks flush. 

“Atticus will come for all of us with the full might of the Islorian army.” 
Zander’s words pull my focus back. 

“And we will be ready.” 

“We will be gone. Nineteen of you cannot hold off that army, and I will 
not have us sit here and wait for slaughter.” His words invite no argument. 


We’ve reached the largest tent. Abarrane wrinkles her nose. “I should 
insist you all bathe before defiling this tent.” 

“And I should insist you allow the caster to heal your wounds.” Zander 
pulls aside the leather flap. “But first, she and I must discuss a few things.” 

I make to move forward into the tent, but Zander’s free hand in the air, 
palm out, stops me. 

“Alone.” 

My jaw drops. “Are you kidding me? I deserve answers as much as— 
ow!” A sharp prick against my neck cuts off my words. I flinch away and 
find Abarrane’s dagger aimed at my throat, cold fury in her eyes. 

“Your blood does not frighten me, Ybarisan,” she hisses. “I will be 
happy to discuss what you deserve while I make you bleed.” 

A warm trickle slides down my throat, the slice in my skin stinging. 

“Abarrane,” Zander scolds in a tone more appropriate for a child 
throwing a tantrum as he waves her blade away. 

The weapon lingers in the air for another three seconds, poised for 
attack, before she sheathes it. 

Satisfied, he shifts his attention to Gesine. “After you.” 

The caster flashes me a reassuring smile before ducking into the tent. 

“Elisaf.” That’s all Zander says before he follows her inside, dropping 
the flap behind him. 
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CY. I stare at the caster, sitting primly on the tree stump in the 
middle of the tent—a convenient interrogation spot, likely by Abarrane’s 
design. She’s an attractive woman, her black hair close in shade to 
Romeria’s, her pale green eyes striking as they observe with hawkish 
interest. 

The gold collar around her neck gleams from the single torch burning 
within the darkening drape of the leather canvas walls. A stark reminder 
that Gesine is not to be trusted. 

“Yes? You are freely admitting that I have been cursed to love 
Romeria?” I had expected her to dance around the answer. 

“In a manner of speaking. The princess was created on Queen Neilina’s 
sanctum altar, by the queen and her commander, and Aoife.” 

“Tiberius sired her.” Tyree had alluded to King Barris not being 
Romeria’s true father. 

“Tiberius may have given his seed, but Aoife was the one who ensured 
what sprouted did so for the sole purpose of destroying Islor. Ianca 
witnessed it all.” 

I breathe through this revelation. “And so now what? Will I be 
tormented for my remaining days?” Fighting against my thoughts and the 


gravitational pull I feel whenever Romeria is near? 

“That is entirely up to you. Now that you know the truth without a 
doubt, you can make your own choices. The fates may control much, but 
they cannot control free will—” 

“T certainly didn’t have control of my heart!” I roar, thankful that I 
demanded Gesine shield this conversation to keep our voices from carrying. 

The torch flames flare to twice their size. It is so rare that I lose control 
of my affinity like that. In fact, I never do. Not since childhood. 

Gesine’s gaze never veers from mine as she gently says, “You did not 
know there was a choice to be made beyond the obvious. You were 
choosing peace between Islor and Ybaris and hope for your people. That the 
princess who arrived was pleasing in many ways—not the least of which 
was how she supported your ideology for Islor’s future—was an assumed 
blessing, not something to be suspicious of.” 

“You’re trying to appease me for my idiocy. I should have seen it.” A 
king undistracted by a beautiful face would have seen it. “And then she 
murdered my parents. Tried to murder me. But it all makes sense. How else 
could I have fallen back in love with the woman after she did such 
unspeakable things? How could I ever have toyed with the idea of making 
her my queen unless it was never my choice to begin with?” I pace as I rant. 

“Dare I say, you did not fall in love with the same woman twice, despite 
the physical resemblance.” 

“I do not see how that matters.” 

She purses her lips. “Your eyes are now open to Neilina’s deception. 
Doubt no longer hangs over what she has done, and any decision you make 
going forward regarding your intentions for Romeria is yours to make.” 

“Tf only I trusted that.” 

“You are not the only one who fell in love despite all odds, Your 
Highness.” 


“I also fail to see how that matters.” Regardless, those odds are no 
longer in our favor. 

Romeria has been trying to close herself off since last night. The 
moment I suggested we part ways, I felt her slamming the door shut on her 
emotions. She can’t hide the hollow ache in her heart that swells every time 
our gazes touch, though. Not from me. 

But what do I feel for this woman who has lied and deceived me in one 
form or another, first as Princess Romeria, and then as Romy Watts from 
New York City? Nothing that’s untainted by Aoife and Neilina’s designs, 
and nothing that can continue now that I know what’s at stake. There isn’t 
room for these emotions between us anymore. 

“And now I am to ally with this supposed key caster—” 

“It is very real, Your Highness. She is very real. Do not doubt that. The 
power that courses through her body is like nothing I have ever felt before. 
It will be like nothing you have ever seen before.” 

“Really? Because I’ve stood at the edge of the Great Rift and watched 
Ybaris’s casters level an entire battalion with their affinities.” A wall of 
them, attacking with an arsenal of elements, honed for war. They failed at 
invading our lands, but our army suffered catastrophic losses. “Are you 
saying she will be stronger than that?” 

In Gesine’s eyes is a spark of hope, but also something I haven’t seen 
from her yet—fear. “Yes. Possibly.” 

“Fates,” I mutter. “How does she not realize what is inside her?” 

“T suspect it will not remain hidden for much longer.” She smiles softly. 
“This Romeria, she is a curious creature by nature.” 

“Yes, a jewel thief who thrills in secret tunnels.” I continue my pacing 
around the sparse furnishings inside the tent. Had Abarrane had time to 
collect supplies, she still would not have. She prefers to curl up on the 
ground like a wild animal rather than sleep in a proper bed. “And how 
exactly are Romeria and I supposed to end the blood curse together?” 


“Tt is not clear. Perhaps it will become so.” 

“That sounds like more of Mordain’s lies.” My footfalls are measured as 
I circle her dignified form, her shoulders pulled back, her chin held high. 
“After what Wendeline has orchestrated, do you honestly believe I will 
accept such an ambiguous answer? Do you think I do not know you work to 
one goal?” 

“T am not Mordain—” 

“Perhaps we should discuss what the Legion will do to you if I grant 
them access?” The cloying aggression that rippled through the camp when 
we entered was enough to choke a horse, and only some of that was 
intended for the Ybarisan princess. 

Gesine’s throat bobs with a hard swallow. “If such taunts bring you 
solace, you are welcome to continue, but there is no need to threaten me for 
information. I will freely tell you all that I know. If you will listen.” 

“Why would you do that?” 

“Because if I do not, you will fail in whichever direction you choose. Of 
that, I am certain.” 

Her unwavering confidence gives me pause. Wendeline convinced me 
of much, but there was always a hint of nervousness swirling about her. I 
came to believe it was just her nature. Gesine, on the other hand, has been 
steady since the moment we walked into the apothecary. 

“Continue.” 

“Tt is imperative we get to Ianca soon, and then to Venhorn.” 

“The seer.” 

“Yes. They see things we cannot. Traces of affinities woven and 
summonings answered, connections to talismans. There could be hints in 
that ring that offer answers. Being near Romeria may spark visions that help 
us understand more about Malachi’s plans.” 

“I will not lie. This seer piques my interest. I have always wanted to 
meet one.” 


“Tanca is not an exotic animal to gawk at.” Gesine’s face tightens. “And 
I fear she is fading fast. We will not have long with her.” 

“Fine. We will travel to Bellcross.” There are benefits to that plan. 
Namely, to learn if I have any allies left. “Though we have nineteen 
bloodied and maimed warriors, including a commander who grows weaker 
by the hour.” 

“T can help her. I can help all of them if they will allow it.” 

“T’ve seen legionaries suffer for weeks rather than accept a healing hand 
from a caster.” 

“They will accept aid if you order it.” 

“Their commander complying would surely help.” I shake my head at 
Abarrane’s stubbornness. Something else pricks at my thoughts. Gesine 
behaved as if Venhorn was one option for escape, but I’m sensing it’s the 
only route that has ever interested her. “Why do you push so hard for the 
mountains? There is nothing there for us but caves, saplings, and whatever 
Nulling creatures have survived the centuries.” Elisaf and I know the area 
well, having spent months there when I turned him all those years ago. And 
every legionary is required to live—and survive—there for a year during 
their training, so they are even more familiar with its challenges. 

“That is not true. There is a place where we will find assistance. I 
believe you may know it. It’s called Stonekeep—” 

I bark with laughter. “Is that what Mordain has taught you? Stonekeep is 
not a place. It is a sheer rock wall surrounded by deadlands.” A vast, flat 
expanse of parched soil where nothing thrives. It gained its name because of 
the peaks along the wall’s face—like that of a castle. 

“But there are carvings on its face, much like those in the nymphaeum, 
are there not?” She tilts her head. “Have you never wondered what it might 
mean for you and your people?” 

“No one can decipher that script.” I pause. “What do you know of it?” 


“For certain? Not much. It existed long before the rift tore Ybaris in 
two. We assume the nymphs created it, but we have never understood why. 
If there is a message within that design, the casters do not recognize it, but 
the nymphs’ methods of communication were not always as simple as the 
spoken word.” 

“Then why would you suspect there is assistance for us there?” 

“Because the seers have seen it in their visions.” 

I snort. More talk of prophecy. “And what have they seen? Let me 
guess, you Cannot say.” 

“As I have explained already, foretelling does not work like that. But 
the seers have seen a token of the nymphs’ loyalty waiting for Islor when it 
needs it most. I would venture that day is now.” 

“A token?” 

“Yes.” 

“What kind of token?” 

“One of great value but beyond that, I am not certain.” 

Or will not share. I can’t deny that Stonekeep’s existence has been a 
source of many unanswered questions over the centuries for Islor. “And you 
are certain the nymphaeum door has nothing to do with this prophecy?” 

She falters in her answer. 

“Around and around we go.” My smile must look menacing through my 
gritted teeth. “Wendeline was more proficient at misleading me than you 
are.” 

She sighs. “I am not trying to mislead or deceive you. Where the 
nymphaeum door is concerned, all paths may lead to opening it. I cannot 
say anything for certain.” 

“Explain,” I press. 

“The power of the nymphs may grant Malachi what he wants, but it also 
might give you what you want. It is hard to say. Much of what we know 
about the nymphs is understood through vague foretelling and a few ancient 


texts that have survived the ages. We know for certain that the nymphs 
existed long before the casters, and for whatever reason, the fates felt the 
need to quell that power by locking it up within its own little box of sorts, 
never to be unleashed again. All four agreed to this, and they agree on so 
very little, which tells us they had a compelling reason. And there is only 
one reason I can think compelling enough. One thing that the fates hold 
above all else.” 

Power. “The nymphs were too powerful.” 

“Even now, locked behind that door, their ties to this world are potent 
enough to give life to so many of you. Have you never pondered that?” 

Too often. “Are you saying the end of this blood curse may require that 
Romeria open the nymphaeum door?” 

She pauses. “Will you allow me to share conjecture, knowing it is based 
on nothing more than hallucinations rooted in madness?” A tiny smile curls 
her lips. She’s echoing my bitter words from last night, and she’s enjoying 
it. 

With a heavy sigh, I fold my arms across my chest. “Proceed.” 

“Some scribes believe the fates banished the nymphs because their 
connection to this world allowed them to unravel the fates’ meddling and 
return existence to its original shape at conception. With the age of the 
casters, this became a glaring problem.” 

“Return it to before a summons is answered.” I see where she’s going 
with this. “You think the nymphs can reverse Malachi’s blood curse.” 

“Tt is possible. If they chose to. As I’ve said, it is only conjecture, but it 
would explain much. The fates see themselves as the highest of judges in 
the highest of courts. They do not appreciate anyone interfering. To have 
these nymphs roaming freely, causing chaos by negating their powers, 
overruling their schemes ...” 

It would explain everything. “And how does one open the door?” Farren 
tried and failed. 


“There is a way we are almost certain was Malachi’s intent.” She gives 
me a knowing look. 

“A key caster taking the stone on Hudem.” 

“With an elven as powerful as you are, yes.” 

The stone that is deep within Cirilea and now inaccessible to us. We 
couldn’t reach it on a normal day, forget on the holiest of days. Atticus will 
have guards next to every secret passage in and out of there. He knows 
them all as well as I do. All except for the one deep below the castle, meant 
only for the king. 

But even if we could get to the nymphaeum on Hudem, I can’t expect 
Romeria would willingly go along with this option, and I would never force 
her. “Is there no other way?” 

“There may be. We would need to find it. I don’t know that it matters 
how the door is opened. What matters is that it is opened. And once that 
happens, Malachi will get what he wants as well. To reign over these 
lands.” 

Another king vying for power. “Would it be so terrible?” It’s a glib 
question, without much thought. 

“History would suggest yes.” 

Her words stop me in my tracks. “What history? I have a full library of 
texts, and I have read them all.” Some, multiple times. “None hold mention 
of the fates ever ruling these lands.” 

“As there was no mention of it in Mordain’s vast archives either. Not 
until twelve hundred years ago, when the ruler of Shadowhelm, Queen 
Bodil, sent word to Mordain, requesting an emissary. They had found 
scripture deep within a tomb. They could not read it, or access it. It had 
been preserved, it seemed, by elemental power.” 

“T thought Skatrana had no love for your kind.” 

“Tt comes and goes with each new ruler. Mostly goes.” A faint smile 
touches Gesine’s lips. “Fortunately, Queen Bodil was pragmatic. She could 


see that whatever had been hidden within her realm had to be important. As 
mortals, they would never have the means to interpret or even touch it. So 
she asked for our help, and we gave it. And we learned much from these 
preserved accounts. 

“Aoife and Malachi once reigned these lands, long ago, assuming the 
forms of a king and queen who held the throne. It resulted in war and 
famine as the two fates could not coexist, each demanding that the other 
relent and for all to bow. More than once, both the humans and the elven 
dared rise against the thrones, only to be crushed. Malachi used his daaknar 
to punish any who challenged him while Aoife turned rivers red with the 
blood for all those who did not kneel before her. Crops rotted under the 
scorching sun and froze in the frigid air as Vin’nyla and Aminadav 
expressed displeasure with their fellow fates’ antics. It was a dark time. 
Merely uttering the names of the fates inspired fear, and tearing down 
sanctums previously erected in their honor became a cornerstone of 
rebellion. The suffering and destruction went on for centuries.” 

“And how did it end?” 

“That, we do not know for certain. The author of the texts gave us an 
account of what had come to pass, not the future beyond their words. 
Nothing else exists from that time. It is as if the record of these dark days 
was deliberately purged. Perhaps more scrolls are hidden within 
Shadowhelm, but we have not been made aware of them, and our access is 
limited by the ruler at the time and their desire for knowledge of our 
ancestors.” 

But twelve hundred years ago ... “This tale of yours does not ring true. 
We have had casters escape to Islor during that time, and none have ever 
breathed a word of this history.” My voice drips with skepticism. “Even 
Wendeline, for all her duplicity, would have enlightened us.” 

“Tt is not discussed in Mordain, Your Highness. It has not been taught. 
There are those in the guild who would prefer that scripture showing the 


glaring failings of our creators not be dwelled upon. Some have called for 
their destruction. The scribes have protected the knowledge thus far. But 
very few are aware, and I can assure you Wendeline is not one of them.” 

“How is it that you, an elemental caster who has been locked up within 
Argon’s towers for years, are aware?” 

She smiles. “Before Argon, I spent my life running through those dark 
corridors beneath Mordain’s great hall, hiding from instructors and falling 
asleep with my face in dusty books. I was far more interested in hearing 
stories than wielding my affinities. The scribes could not keep me out, so 
eventually they stopped trying and chose to teach me instead. I value their 
knowledge like nothing else.” 

She has an answer for everything. Either she’s telling the truth, or she 
has prepared her lies well. “Hopefully, you also value candor, because I will 
not tolerate another priestess misleading me for her own gain.” 

She dips her head. “I can appreciate that. Especially after all you have 
faced thus far.” 

The scenario she has painted so far is grim. “And what of the Nulling? 
Would it be open to Malachi again?” 

“I would suspect so, yes. The Nulling is a space that exists between time 
and place, where the fates relegate creatures of various dimensions without 
need for their deaths, as transition to Azo’dem or Za’hala requires. If the 
ancient scripture from Shadowhelm is any indication, they use it to build a 
waiting army that will unleash when anyone dares tamper with the 
nymphaeum.” 

“Successful or not.” 

“Precisely.” 

Something pricks my memory. “Romeria thinks the husband of the 
caster who sent her is trapped in there. This woman—Sofie—her whole 
purpose is to free him.” 

“Into this world?” 


“Possibly.” 

She frowns as she considers this. “What are you up to, Malachi?” 

Nothing good. “If all this speculation is true, it could mean we would 
not only face Malachi as a ruthless ruler, but whatever crawls out of the 
Nulling and the wrath of the fates.” 

“And the chaos the nymphs can stir up. Yes. All that to put an end to the 
blood curse. If the nymphs could be compelled to do your bidding.” 

“What would compel them? Have the scribes ever speculated on that?” 

“Based on what the seers have seen”—she meets my gaze—“they barter 
in lives.” 

A sour taste fills my mouth. “Whose?” 

“Tt is difficult to say whose would suffice. Yours. Romeria’s. Both.” 

““At the tied hands of the Ybarisan daughter of Aoife and the Islorian 
son of Malachi.’ Can you truly not predict?” 

“Perhaps. Would you not sacrifice yourself to bring peace to your 
lands?” 

“A hundred times over. But what you have described does not sound 
like peace. It sounds very much like war and suffering.” Which we are 
heading toward, regardless. My gaze drifts toward the tent flap. Beyond it, 
surrounded by bruised and battered warriors, Romeria sits quietly, none the 
wiser about how formidable she is. “Could Romeria defeat a fate who is in 
mortal form?” 

“Some say yes, she would be powerful enough. And others say that 
opening the door will destroy her as the attempt did Farren.” 

My heart clenches. “She would be sacrificing herself for Islor, and it 
may not make a difference in the end.” 

Gesine sits silently while I pace around her, my mind desperately 
searching for the right path forward. Walking into this camp today, counting

He says he only uses tributaries when necessary, but it will become 
necessary soon enough. It’s been weeks since I spied him feeding off that 
woman. How long will he be able to hold out before he disappears into a 
room or tent with a human? 

“Where will you find them?” 

“In the towns and villages that we move through once we leave here. 
We will request the use of them from their keepers.” 

“And if the keeper refuses?” They own these humans. They feed, 
clothe, and shelter them, the cuffs on their ears branding them. 

A faint, amused look crosses Elisaf’s face. “Refuse a request from the 
king or his right arm?” 


“Tt isn’t much of a request, then.” These tributaries will undoubtedly be 
young and willing and eager to impress the king—exiled or not. My 
jealousy flares with the thought of Zander that close to another woman, 
despite the act. Despite the reality that we are all but estranged now. 

My attention drifts to the large tent in the back, my fingertip skating 
over the tiny cut against my neck.

The legionary from the castle dungeon strolls toward us, a hunk of 
cooked meat speared on the end of his dagger. He’s dressed in leathers and 
strapped with weapons, his hair pulled back with three fresh braids that 
Zorya plaited with swift hands earlier. From my angle huddled on the 
ground, the brawny warrior may as well be a giant. 

He stops a foot away from us and holds out the meat for Elisaf, who 
collects it with a murmur of thanks. 

My mouth waters as I watch Elisaf sink his teeth in, the juice dripping 
down his chin. What I would do for a taste of that right now. 

“T’ve never understood Ybarisans, living off twigs and berries. It only 
weakens you,” the warrior says, his voice deep and gravelly and laced with 
ridicule.

“I plan on it.” 

I struggle not to shrink from his steely stare as he seems to dissect me 
under it. 

“You want more of that boar, come and get it yourself.” He turns and 
saunters away, his steps slow and leisurely, dripping with the confidence of 
someone who knows his skill and doesn’t fear any opponent. 

My unease stirs. “Do seconds-in-command normally deliver food?” 
Maybe things work differently in the Legion. 

Elisaf watches Jarek’s back. “They do when they’re coming to take a 
measure of someone.” 

That someone being me, obviously. “What do you know about him?” I 
didn’t see so much as a scratch on him—and I saw most of him earlier— 
which means none of the blood he washed off that sculpted body was his.

Abarrane’s nostrils flare with adrenaline the moment she makes her 
grim decision.

Jarek nudges his horse, and it speeds toward the 
front of the line. 

Elisaf checks over his shoulder, his 
big brown eyes tinged with sympathy. Or maybe pity. 

I release a shaky breath. That won’t be the last time Jarek confronts me, 
I’m sure. “What’s a sapling?” 

“The worst of our kind.”

More like the fictional vampires I’ve heard of. Though maybe not so 
fictional after all. That these creatures might have lurked in my world ... 
“They live in the mountains?” 

“In caves deep within the range. It is the perfect place for them to 
survive.” 

“The caves. Where we’re going?” 


“The mountains are a vast place. There is plenty of room for all of us.” 

That doesn’t make me feel better. “The Ybarisans are hiding somewhere 
in there too. Won’t the saplings feed off them?” 

“We do not know precisely where the Ybarisans are. There is a 
settlement called Woodswich, where humans live without keepers and shun 
the rule of Islor’s king.

The mortals may not be shackled 
in a cage, but they wear the cuffs of imprisonment all the same. 

“Perhaps, though the rare few who have escaped over the years share 
stories the likes of which I have never seen a mortal experience.” His brow 
furrows. “The more they feed on us, the more strength they gain, the 
weaker we become. They sap the strength from their immortal victims, 
hence the name.” 

“Can they kill you?” 

“If they take too much. But their feeder stock cannot survive long 
anyway. Not without mortal blood for themselves. One cave exit on the east 
side of Venhorn allows the saplings access to Lyndel. The city spends its 


nights guarding the walls against any who might venture in. They kill them 
on sight.” 

“How can they tell someone is a sapling?” 

“There is no mistaking them up close. Fortunately for us, they are 
limited to traveling in the cover of darkness, which makes it a challenge to 
reach great distances.”

“And now we’re going to them.” All these legionaries are following 
Zander’s order to march to a lair of cannibals. 

“As I’ve said, the cave system is vast and mostly unoccupied. There’s 
even an old mine. It fell to the Nulling’s creatures when the seam tore and 
no one has ventured to reclaim it since, given its proximity to the rift and 
whatever may still lurk there.” 

“Things still lurk? What things?” 

“Nothing we can’t kill.” 

I picture the nethertaur and shudder. Now I see why Elisaf was not 
excited about this. 

We fall into silence for the rest of the ride. 

The sun dips toward the horizon as our company crests a hill and the 
first rooftops appear.

With a curt bow, she 
takes off. 

“Elisaf, take five legionaries and escort Gesine and Romeria to the 
manor before you leave on your task. I will follow shortly.” 

But worry gnaws at my stomach. “Zander, this is Lord Danthrin’s place. 
Do you remember? The asshole from the market? The one who burns 
children for eating wormy apples?” 


His eyes shift to me, veiled of all emotion. “Yes, I recall. The one you 
wanted my guards to castrate.” 

Horik clears his throat. 

“He would have been at the square, and he knows my face. We can’t 
stay in his house with him. He’ll slit my throat while I’m sleeping—” 

“He’s not here, and do you honestly think I would allow him in the 
same room as you?” Zander says with forced patience. 

I swallow. I’m used to the aloof version of the king, but right now, I hate 
it. “How do you know he’s not here?” 

“Because Danthrin would not leave the city when there is a new king 
buying loyalty with lands and titles. Lowly noblemen like him will force 
their way in for an audience. He’s probably in the castle, on his knees, 
groveling as we speak.” 

An alarm swells inside me. “Gracen and her children are in the castle.” 
What if I rescued them only to have them land back in that monster’s hands 

“Atticus will not release that family to him,” he assures me. “Not if he 
knows the truth, and I promise you Corrin will inform him.” 

“You can’t be sure of that.” Atticus hates me. Why wouldn’t he send 
them back as a punishment? 

“I think I know my brother.” 

“Given current circumstances, I beg to differ.” 

Zander’s lips twist with distaste. “You are right. Perhaps not as well as 
you got to know him during all those late-night games of draughts on your 
journey south.” He sets his horse in motion, cantering down a side street. 

That was not me, I want to scream. 

A soft hand settles on my shoulder. “Let him be.” Gesine’s expression is 
full of sympathy. 

I grit my teeth as we pass through town. 


Where most homes within Freywich are built using everything from twigs 
to pine boards to plaster, Lord Danthrin’s manor is solid stone, five times 
the size of anything else in the village and surrounded by its own wall. 

If he’s a lowly nobleman in an impoverished town, I’d hate to see how 
more prosperous noblemen live. 

The guard who rushed ahead to announce the king is waiting at the open 
gate with another. A woman in a flowing white gown approaches us along a 
path that cuts through a rose garden. Elven, surely, by the way she carries 
herself, much like the ones who spent their days gossiping in the royal 
gardens. Behind her, a young woman follows. If her simple gray linen dress 
doesn’t mark her as a servant, the golden ear cuff does. 

“Lady Danthrin?” Elisaf asks. 

“That is correct.” Her blond hair is collected at her nape in a tidy 
chignon. 

This is that pompous snake’s wife? And his child, I presume, taking in 
how her palms settle on her swollen belly. Which means they requested 
access to the nymphaeum on Hudem, and Zander’s father granted it. Does 
she know the terrible things her husband does to the mortal servants in their 
household? 

Her piercing blue eyes skitter over our faces, lingering on mine a 
moment before dismissing me. She assumes I’m just another Islorian elven. 
Gesine’s shriveled morels must be working because she doesn’t seem to 
suspect she has the Ybarisan princess at her doorstep. “Will the king be 
arriving shortly?” Her voice is smooth with an air of snootiness. 

“Indeed, he will. He had matters to attend to.” 

“My lady.” She glares at Elisaf. “You will address me appropriately for 
my Station, soldier.” 

Elisaf dips his head in acknowledgment. “Yes, of course, my lady.” 


I gnash my teeth. Sometimes I wish Elisaf was capable of being an 
asshole. 

She sizes up Gesine. “You are one of the king’s priestesses?” 

Gesine nods. 

“I would request that you attend to me later. I would like to know how 
my child is faring.” 

“Tt would be a pleasure, my lady.” Gesine’s smile is warm and genuine, 
and I wish she would also be less so. 

“My people are preparing two rooms as we speak. That is all I can 
spare. The stables are to the left. Your soldiers will be crowded, but I should 
expect they find suitable respite there for the night.” Displeasure mars Lady 
Danthrin’s features as she regards the legionaries with us. 

Suddenly, I regret Zander sending Abarrane off on an errand. She 
wouldn’t tolerate this. 

Lady Danthrin’s cold stare settles on me—on my stinking, dusty clothes 
and boots—and I tense with anticipation of what might come out of that 
sour mouth. 

“I will have my servants fill one of the horse’s troughs so those 
traveling with the king may cleanse.” 

Those traveling with the king. She couldn’t say “common whore” 
louder. 

With everything I’ve been through and all that I know of her despicable 
husband, my anger reaches its boiling point. Yeah, she knows damn well the 
kind of monster she married. “Your Highness,” I hiss. 

Confusion mars her tight face. 

“You will address me as Your Highness, as is appropriate for someone 
of my station. And I can’t wait to tell the king what you think is suitable for 
his future queen.” I may as well throw that title around while I still can. 

All color drains from her face, her gaze flittering among faces as if 
searching for the truth to my claim. “I ... I did not realize—” 


“T will take my bath in the room you have prepared for me.” My voice 
is cold and hard. I nudge Elisaf with my hand on his back. 

“My lady.” He leads us along the drive. Only when we’re halfway to the 
stables does he whisper, “You do choose odd times to wield that title, Your 
Highness.” 


The sheer curtain at the window provides ample cover for spying on the 
warriors as I drag a comb through my freshly washed hair. Lady Danthrin 
transformed into an exemplary host after her humiliating introduction. By 
the time a servant led us here—a large guest bedroom with an enormous 
four-poster bed draped in velvet—warm towels and robes had been laid out 
and a copper tub was already half full, a steady line of gangly mortals 
rushing up the stairs with buckets of water. They’ve returned twice, 
delivering platters of food and pitchers of wine. 

Most legionaries have made their way back to the stables and are either 
cleaning up in the water trough or settling on hay bales to rest, their 
laughter carrying into the otherwise quiet evening. Three tributaries huddle 
in a corner behind an elven man, the torchlight glinting off their gold ear 
cuffs. I assume the Islorian is their keeper, his clothing fashioned from fine 
cloth that doesn’t hint of the poverty I saw entering town, his hair pulled 
into a ponytail to highlight the severe cut of his cheekbones. His scowl says 
he’s complying with Zander’s demand, but he’s not happy. Or maybe it’s 
about being made to wait, given how he keeps tapping his foot and looking 
around. No one seems in a rush to take advantage of his donations. 

What of these tributaries, though? What do they think of being passed 
over to a group of fierce warriors? 

“Do you think any of those vials have made it here yet?” 


“T think not, but I will test the tributaries before they feed, just to be 
sure.” 

“You can do that?” I can’t help but steal a glance at the priestess, 
submerged in her freshly drawn bath, scrubbing a dried patch of dirt from 
her elbow. A simple beige linen dress hangs by the door for her, delivered 
by Zorya, along with riding pants and a fresh tunic for me. Danthrin’s 
servants are busy scrubbing the smell of sewage from our other clothes. A 
futile effort, I’m afraid. 

“I can because I know what to look for. I will go to the stables as soon 
as I’m finished here. There are still those with less critical injuries to tend 
to.” 

“What about me?” 

“You have injuries you need tending, Your Highness?” 

“No, I’m fine.” My hand smooths over the knife prick from Abarrane. 
It'll be gone within a day. The scratch on my cheek has already healed. “But 
I have a million questions.” And I haven’t had a chance to ask one. “What 
did you tell Zander yesterday?” 

“The truth.” Water sluices off her arm. “That the two of you together 
can bring an end to the blood curse.” 

“How?” 

“That remains to be seen.” 

“So you have no idea how.” 

“Prophecies do not come with instructions. It is not how they work.” 

“What else did you tell him?” 

She considers that a moment. “He asked about the summons Ianca 
made, if it was true that Princess Romeria could have clouded his judgment 
as SO many have suggested.” 

“And you said it was.” 

“The queen felt the most effective weapon against the Islorians would 
be one that could get exceptionally close to him.” 


Into his bed and his heart. “And now Zander doesn’t believe that 
anything he feels for me is real. Or felt for me. That it’s all fake.” My chest 
burns. What I felt for him was very real. It still is, no matter how much I 
might wish it weren’t. And this ache settled within, that’s also painfully 
real. 

“He has reservations, yes.” She wipes the washcloth across her brow. 
“But now that his eyes are open, Aoife’s manipulations have far less power 
over him. She cannot force him to love the princess.” 

“Just like Malachi can’t force me to take the stone.” Because the fates 
can’t create will. Wendeline said that. And now that I know Malachi’s 
plans, Pll never do it. 

“The king will make his decisions for himself.” 

I peer out the window as Gesine climbs from the tub and towels off. “I 
think he already has.” 

“Do not assume Zander does not care for you. But it is often easier to 
wield anger than to drown in sorrow. He is in a difficult position. The idea 
of a key caster roaming these lands has been feared for two millennia. That 
fear—and the risk—will not dissolve simply because of your good 
intentions. And any choice he makes will have consequences. He cannot 
make those decisions based solely on his heart. That is not the way of a 
good king.” 

“He’s committed to getting his throne back.” Even if he admitted he 
doesn’t want it. And I am now a tool for him to accomplish that, a reality 
that stings more than his previous plan to leave me behind. 

“You cannot find fault with him for that. It is commendable. They are 
his people and his responsibility.” 

“Why are you defending him? Since we met you he’s been nothing but 
an asshole, but you keep deferring to him every time.” I think back to the 
formidable wind she unleashed to push us across the water. Something tells 


me Gesine could strike all of us dead if she wanted to, but she’s too busy 
bowing. 

“There will be a time to make a stand. This is not it.” 

I watch from the window as another group of young women arrives 
with a keeper. Horik has ventured closer, bending his massive frame to 
stroke a stable dog’s ears while he sizes up his options. 

They’re all the same, these Islorian immortals—tall and lithe, their 
movements graceful. Dressed well, finely polished. And all the tributaries 
seem the same—wide-eyed and shrinking away from the Legion, afraid of 
them. 

Maybe rightfully so. I think back to how those savage nobility attacked 
the Ybarisans at the royal repast. Will these warriors treat their tributaries 
much differently? 

“I should get out there before they get impatient and take needless 
risks.” Gesine peers out from beside me, dressed, her lengthy black hair still 
wet. She’s tied a silk scarf around her neck to hide the gold collar. “While 
I’m gone, practice removing the token from your finger and breathing 
through the discomfort. You must learn to compartmentalize your caster 
affinities first before you can wield them.” 

I fumble with my ring. “How long will it take for me to get a handle on 
all this?” 

“That, I cannot say. Some manage it within days, others take months. 
Years. But you must practice. The sooner you have a hold on it, the sooner I 
can teach you how to channel the immense gifts bestowed upon you.” She 
collects an apple, tossing it into the air once before pocketing it. From 
Danthrin’s prized orchard, Pll bet. I saw the tops of trees behind the stables 
before it grew too dark. It must be somewhere out there. 

“I will be back as soon as I can.” With a bow and a murmured “Your 
Highness”—because she can’t seem to help herself—she ducks out. 


I watch from my hiding place as Gesine emerges from the house a few 
minutes later and strolls across the grounds toward the tributaries. She turns 
the heads of warriors on her way past. They don’t seem as openly hostile 
toward the caster as they were yesterday, a few tipping their heads in a 
subtle greeting when their eyes meet. I suppose taking away agonizing pain 
can forge relationships. 

Jarek has joined Horik by the tributaries. Judging by his stern 
expression, he’s saying something to the newly arrived keeper that the 
immortal does not appear to like. 

I ease open the window. 

“... are you calling us savages?” Jarek’s tone is casual, amused, but his 
hand is resting on his dagger handle, as if primed to draw and drive it into 
the other male at any moment. 

The keeper swallows but then pulls his shoulders back. “We have 
honored the king’s request for the use of our tributaries as a matter of need 
for his soldiers, but we will not have our property defiled by their wants.” 
His nasally voice grates. 

He’s agreed to let the Legion feed, but he’s drawing the line at fucking. 
Fair enough. And good for him for standing up for them. Maybe the keepers 
aren’t all scum like Danthrin. 

Jarek takes a step forward. Even his stance, his feet squared off with his 
shoulders, is menacing. “The Legion is bound by honor and duty to the 
king, and it does not take things that are not offered.” 

The keeper’s hands go up in a sign of surrender, a tight smile pulling at 
his lips. “Then we will have no issues because my mortals will not be 
offering anything beyond their vein. Where is the king, by the way?” He 
peers around, searching. “I should very much like to meet him.” 

“He doesn’t care to meet with commoners.” Jarek’s smile drips with 
challenge and stinks of arrogance. He’s trying to provoke a fight. 

The keeper’s eyes flare. 


“If I may ...” Gesine slips in between the two males, forcing both to 
step back. It’s a distraction from the growing tension, and, if I’m beginning 
to understand Gesine at all, her way of defusing an explosive situation. 
Maybe she has armed herself with an invisible shield. 

Or maybe either of them could kill her in an instant. 

Without any explanation, she reaches out for the closest tributary, a 
blond who can’t be much over eighteen. 

The young woman presents her hand tentatively, and Gesine collects it, 
bowing her head a moment. “She is ready.” 

Jarek juts his chin at Horik. “Feed now. You’re on watch next.” He 
beckons others over with a snap of his fingers. 

The woman’s eyes grow wide as she takes in the giant, and I hold my 
breath, half expecting the enormous warrior to collect her by the scruff and 
drag her away. 

But Horik only takes a step back to give her space. 

Gesine shifts to the next tributary, following the same process. 

The keeper scowls. “Who are you and what are you doing?” 

It dawns on me that the people of Freywich may not know about the 
poison working its way through Islor. 

Gesine’s smile is soft as she guides the tributary to another waiting 
warrior. “I am the king’s caster, and I’m granting them the fates’ blessings 
so they may give the warriors strength.” 

Damn, she lies so smoothly. I would be wise to remember that. 

The keeper grunts as if weighing that answer, but he’s distracted as 
Horik and the other warrior lead the tributaries into the stables. “Where are 
they going? I did not give permission to take them anywhere. No, they will 
feed right here where I can see them.” 

“The Legion will feed where they want, when they want”—Jarek steps 
in closer, his looming size making the other male look fragile and small, 
though he is neither—‘“and how they want.” 


Three tense seconds pass and then the keeper moves several steps back, 
shrinking from Jarek. He notices his last tributary stalled, and wrenching 
her arm, he shoves her forward. “Go.” He glowers as she leaves with Zorya. 

He’s not a kind keeper. He doesn’t care about their well-being, or the 
warriors taking things too far. He just doesn’t like sharing his toys, and he’ Il 
probably unleash his irritation on them later. 

My anger flares, the need to lash out overpowering my senses. This 
prick needs a good slap. 

I can’t help myself. Adrenaline floods my veins, the gold around my 
finger heating. I focus on the trough and watch with satisfaction as the 
water comes alive at my will, twirling into the air, taking the shape of a 
woman’s hand—delicate, long fingers—to smack the keeper from behind. 

Only the blow is harder than I intended. My stomach drops as the 
keeper sails across the space and lands in a mound of dirt. 

Time stands still as everyone watches, some with gaping mouths, others 
with smirks. 

He pulls himself up, spitting out bits of hay while surveying his sodden 
and filthy clothes. 

Not dirt, I realize. The day’s collection from the horse stalls. 

A bubble of laughter bursts from my mouth before I can stop it, drawing 
all eyes to my window. I fight the urge to duck behind the curtains when the 
keeper finds me there, a mixture of shock and rage filling his expression. 

More stuffy immortals herd their tributaries through the stable gate, 
some waving at them like cattle. 

“This must be the Ybarisan princess we’ve heard about,” the horseshit- 
covered keeper pushes through gritted teeth. “To what do I owe this 
treatment?” He doesn’t cap it with any address—even for show, as Danthrin 
did—and I immediately know what he thinks of himself and of me. 

I glower at him, forcing ice into my tone. “They are human beings, not 
your possessions.” 


“If you are to be the queen of Islor, I suggest you familiarize yourself 
with Islor’s customs.” His chuckle is condescending as he looks to the other 
keepers gathered. 

“And I suggest you start treating those who keep you alive better before 
they rise against you.” You have no idea what’s coming, you arrogant fuck. 
A part of me hopes one of these young women is handed a vial and decides 
she’s had enough. 

He cocks his head. “What you’re suggesting would be tantamount to 
treason against the crown.” 

“And what is being suggested?” comes a deep voice. 

My heart was already pounding, but now it skips entire beats as Zander 
strolls past the tributaries who drop with deep curtsies, their keepers 
following quickly. His mane of golden-brown hair looks freshly washed. 
He’s replaced his ragged outfit with fitted and finely made black leathers 
similar to the Legion’s clothing, with as many weapons strapped to his solid 
frame. He appears just as deadly. 

Abarrane is close on his heels with two other warriors—one the size of 
Horik, his arms laden with a wooden keg, another carrying an enormous 
metal platter stacked with roasted meat. 

“What is happening here?” Zander’s focus shifts from the keeper to the 
puddle of water at his boots and the clumps of horseshit and straw clinging 
to his fine coat, to the trough of water, and then lastly to the window where 
I stand. 

I offer a mock innocent shrug. Gesine did say to practice. 

“Never mind, I think I have an idea.” He sighs heavily. “I appreciate 
your generosity. The Legion will ensure a safe escort for your tributaries 
back to your home once they’ ve provided their service.” He raises his voice 
to address the other keepers. “All of your tributaries.” 

My teeth grit. Their service. Will I ever get used to this? 


Several keepers move for the gate, grasping the dismissal. But the 
horseshit one hasn’t. “Your Highness, I am Ambrose Villier, a dear friend of 
Lord Danthrin’s. I must say, I am surprised to see you here on the last days 
of Cirilea’s fair—” 

“No one cares what surprises you.” Steel rings in the court as Abarrane 
draws her sword. From this view, she appears a full head shorter than 
Villier, but she doesn’t so much as flinch while peering up at him. “Leave 
now, or Pll ensure you leave in parts, beginning with your slippery tongue, 
Ambrose Villier.” 

The keeper rushes away. 

My gaze settles on Zander. 

“Your people skills are improving,” he teases her, smoothing a hand 
over the back of his neck, a tell for the tension building. 

She slides her sword back in place. “Do not pretend you keep me at 
your side for those skills.” 

“No, I do not. But you should go and feed. You have been in an 
exceptionally foul mood lately. More than usual.” 

She moves for the line of tributaries that Gesine has cleared but stops 
abruptly, her eyes skimming my window. “And what about His Highness? 
Should I bring one for you, or would you prefer to choose?” 

But of course, Zander will take a vein tonight. It’s been weeks, and he 
needs all the strength he can gather, now more than ever. 

I know this, and yet the question lands like a blade, piercing my chest. 

As I’m sure Abarrane intended. 

Zander studies the group, and I hold my breath, waiting for him to 
glance my way. He knows I’m watching. He always does. 

“That one.” His jaw is tense. “The one on the end.” 

I swallow the growing lump as I search out the tributary he means. A 
brunette with rosy cheeks and full curves steps forward, curtsying deeply. 
When she rises, she’s smiling. 


Maybe she doesn’t mind being fed on, or maybe it’s the king she 
doesn’t mind. 

His return smile, albeit small—nothing more than a slight twitch at the 
comers of his mouth—twists my stomach with dread. 

I move away from the window before anyone can see my misery.

ho were you?” I examine the stranger’s reflection staring back at 


me in the small vanity mirror. Her blue eyes are as pale as an 
early-morning sky, her cheekbones high and jutting, her lips plump, the top 
curved like a heart. She appeared the moment I removed my ring and has 
watched quietly as the uncomfortable pins-and-needles buzz of these caster 
affinities vibrates along every limb of her body. 

Learn to compartmentalize? It’s taking every ounce of my determination 
just to tolerate it, and several breaks in between. 

Slipping my ring back on, I breathe a sigh of relief as the 
unpleasantness dissolves into silence and the familiar face appears again. 
This face—mine—is a welcomed illusion in a world where I feel more 
alone than I did as Korsakov’s thief. 

The sun set many hours ago, and Gesine hasn’t yet returned. I venture 
over to the window to search for her. The warriors have quieted, many 
settling down wherever they can find a snug space, sated by ale and meat 
and mortal blood. The ones on watch lurk in shadows somewhere unseen. 
Elisaf hasn’t returned. He must still be on that task Zander mentioned. 

Where Zander is ... I have no idea. My chest tightens, thinking about 
what he might be doing with that tributary right now. 

The other window in my room shows a different angle of the stables. 


I spot Gesine right away and slap a hand over my mouth to stifle my 
giggle. She’s perched on a wooden barrel in front of a red-haired warrior 
whose pants are pushed down to his thighs, her delicate hands hovering 
over his bare ass. 

I remember that one griping on the way here about taking an arrow. His 
injury hadn’t been deemed severe last night, but I guess a day in the saddle 
must have changed that. 

A soft feminine moan pulls my attention away from Gesine and the 
injured warrior. There’s no mistaking that sound for what it is. 

Oh God, please no. My blood rushes to my ears as dread builds, 
coaxing me farther out my window, desperate to know whether Zander will 
finish breaking my heart tonight. 

A couple sits in an empty wagon. I can only see the tops of their heads 
from here, but the nearby lantern casts enough light to show Jarek’s telltale 
braids as he buries his face in the crook of the woman’s neck. 

The wave of relief that hits almost buckles my knees. Wherever Zander 
is and whatever he’s doing, at least he isn’t doing it right below my room.

In truth, I expected something akin to the last with these legionaries, 
who seem so cold and abrasive. But Jarek is surprisingly tender, one hand 
collecting the tributary’s lengthy hair, the other splayed across her lower 
back, holding her in place as she straddles his lap. Everything about his 
demeanor is calm and gentle. 

The bodice of her dress is unfastened and sits low, exposing her chest. 
She sighs, her hands wandering over his broad shoulders, along his cut 
arms, around his lengthy braids. 


Much like the tributary that night with Zander. 

Jarek shifts away from her neck with feathered kisses along her exposed 
shoulder. I can’t see the bite marks from here, but I know they’ll be nothing 
more than pinpricks, these Islorian fangs so much more delicate and 
needlelike than the daaknar’s. Unintelligible whispers carry, along with her 
soft giggle and his—a sensual, deep chuckle that, for once, carries no 
derision—and then their lips find each other’s in an intimate kiss that is 
almost ... sweet. 

Her hands disappear between them where they fumble—with buttons, 
material, and body parts—before their forms double over into the wagon, 
shifting and wriggling. They both release deep groans. 

My cheeks flush as they rock against each other, Jarek’s hands seizing 
her hips to guide her movements. 

The Legion won’t take what isn’t offered, but if it is offered ... 

I’m on the verge of ducking away from the window when the tributary 
sits up, leaving Jarek lying below her as she rides him with enthusiasm. But 
Jarek’s eyes are not on her. They’re locked on me, leaning out my window. 
He shows no hint of surprise. It’s as if he knew I was here all along. 

I jump out of view. 

A deep, mocking chuckle curls into my room. 


It’s well after midnight when I give up on sleep and venture downstairs to 
find Gesine. 

The interior of Lord and Lady Danthrin’s manor presents hospitality 
that its owners do not. The stone walls are lined with heavy velvet drapery, 
flickering candle sconces that cast a romantic light, and a gallery of colorful 
oil-painted canvasses. Most are of landscapes, but a few offer portraits in 
surreal likeness, including two sizable images of the manor’s owners. 


I glower at Lord Danthrin’s beady eyes as they watch me descend the 
Stairs into the foyer. 

The young woman who escorted Lady Danthrin sits in a chair knitting 
at the bottom of the stairs. She scrambles out of her seat when she sees me, 
setting the needles and wool on a side table. “Your Highness.” She curtsies. 
“Ts there a problem? Were you calling for me?” Panic fills her face as she 
glances at the panel of bells. 

“There’s no problem.” Not that she can help me with, anyway. I 
hesitate. “Has the king come in?” Maybe he’s asleep in the bedroom next 
door, and I somehow missed the creaky wooden floor announcing his 
approach? 

“Not since I’ve settled here, and I’ve been here for hours. He would 
have passed had he come in.” 

I regard the bells, a system in place so the servants can be at the 
Danthrins’ every beck and call. “So, you just sit here?” 

“Yes, Your Highness. In case Lady Danthrin needs me.” She tucks a 
strand of corn silk—blond hair behind her ear. The move shows off puckered 
skin on her wrist. 

I’ve seen burn marks like that before, on a little boy in a market, for 
daring to eat a rotten apple off the ground. 

“Can I get you something? A drink? A late meal, perhaps?” She takes a 
step toward, I assume, the kitchen. “I believe there are fruit tarts fresh from 
the oven and cooling overnight.” 

As much as I would love something sweet ... “No, thanks. I’m just in 
need of fresh air.” 

Her eyes widen at the door. “You mean, outside? Now? Your Highness, 
it wouldn’t be wise. It isn’t safe.” 

I smile despite my heavy mood, thinking of all I’ve escaped. “We have 
nineteen warriors out there. Anyone who tries anything with one of them 


around would have to be an idiot.” I pause. “Though I did meet Ambrose 
Villier earlier, and I think we can agree he is an idiot.” 

She hesitates, biting her lip before a slow smile escapes. “Yes, Your 
Highness.” 

I decide I like her. “What’s your name?” 

“Eden, Your Highness.” Her thin frame is still rigid, as if ready to bolt at 
my first request. 

I lean against the wall, trying to soften the mood. “You just sit here all 
night? In case Lady Danthrin needs something?” How exhausting that 
would be. 

“That is one of my duties, yes.” 

How many duties does Eden have? The heavy bags under the young 
girl’s blue eyes suggest too many. “Does she call you a lot?”

Of course, Gesine doesn’t answer, her focus undeterred.

She needs to rest now.”

“Pm not alone, don’t worry.” I know there is a legionary somewhere 
close, watching. I can feel their eyes on me. “Go on. And blame me.” 

She tears off into the darkness, leaving the lantern in my grasp. I hold it 
up as high as possible to cast light on her path to the gate. 

I’m not ready to head inside. Nearby, a stack of baskets sits in a pile. So 
Danthrin’s servants can collect—but not dare eat—the fruit. On impulse, I 
grab one, and balancing it against my hip, I guide the lantern light upward 
in search of ripe apples. 

Zander leans against the trunk of the tree. 

I let out a surprised yelp. “Do you have any idea how creepy that is?”

A legionary must be 
nearby and listening. That, or he’s reminding me to keep up all pretenses. 


Zander reaches over to take the basket from me, his hand sweeping 
across my rib cage, sending a warm shiver through my body. 

Until I look up and note the drop of blood on his bottom lip. An ice-cold 
bucket of reality douses the warmth. “You missed a spot.” 

Understanding skims across his face, and his tongue darts out, erasing 
the evidence. 

I may have been looking for Zander earlier, but now that I’ve found 
him, I regret it. 

Reaching for another basket from the pile, I move to the other side of 
the tree in search of more apples but really to put space between us.

“You’re too 
busy playing king to fill the role.” 

His eyes blaze with anger. 

But I don’t relent. “And you think you’re the only one who’s lost 
something? I’ve lost everything!” I drop the basket of apples, scattering 
them over the ground, and rush away, unwilling to let him see me cry. 

By the time I shove through the gate, the tears are streaming down my 
cheeks.

Though, they wouldn’t be foolish enough to eavesdrop on their 
king and commander. 

“She was a jewel thief.” One with a relentless—and endearing—need to 
help those less fortunate. 

Abarrane snorts. “A thief who cannot wield a weapon?” 

Who cannot even seem to figure out how to affix one to her hip. “That 
is why you will train her how to fight.” 

“Not this again.” 

“Yes, Commander. This again. She must be able to stand up for herself 
in every way, in every situation.”

Whatever they’re discussing, 
Zander’s glower is dark, his lips moving fast and furious. 

My heart pangs with sorrow at the sight of him. Did he sleep last night? 
The floor in our hall is full of creaks, and yet, as I lay in bed for hours, 
struggling to stifle my sobs, I didn’t hear a single sound. 

As if sensing me, Zander turns and meets my gaze, revealing nothing in 
his. I would do anything for a pair of heavy sunglasses to hide my puffy 
eyes.

We watch as Lady Danthrin reaches her destination and curtsies. “Your 
Highness.

The servants Zander rescued from Freywich huddle by their horses, 
sharing whispers and wary glances at the warriors who pay them no 
attention, until Abarrane barks at them.

“As the years passed, Ianca grew wiser, and when it became apparent 
that the Islorian kingdom would accept Romeria in this peace treaty and 
that the queen’s plans might come to fruition, she began to worry. She knew 
Neilina’s ambitions were not that of her husband’s, and Ianca could not see 
how the poison running through Romeria’s veins would ever inspire peace 
between the two realms. The only future she could see was war and death, 
and the suffering of many. One night, she divulged her secret to me. 

“Others may not have seen it for more than the obvious—a violation of 
a sacred oath that, in any other circumstance, would’ve resulted in Ianca’s 
execution.

It has 
been spoken by three different seers, almost word for word. But it is not the 
only prophecy about the daughter of Aoife and the son of Malachi. There 
are others, studied by the most scholarly of the scribes. On their own, they 
may seem nothing more than confused prattling, but when pieced together, 
they paint an ominous picture of what may come to pass.” 

My scalp prickles with unease. Zander warned me of how these casters 
only share what they feel necessary at any given time.

In a burst of spite, I collect my hair at my nape and flip it back, knowing 
it’ll feather across his face and—hopefully—irritate him.

Jarek inhales. “Neroli oil. It’s faint, but it’s there.” 


A shiver runs down my spine as it always does when one of these 
bloodsucking Islorians comments on the intoxicating scent of my Ybarisan 
blood. That means Gesine’s morels are losing their potency. It’s been days. 
Impressive for such a tiny piece of mushroom to work so well. 

I push aside my aversion. He’s trying to get a rise out of me. “Too 
tempting to resist yet?” I tip my head to the side, exposing my neck as I 
mock him. There’s an odd comfort in knowing we each hate the other and 
we’re not going through the pretense of hiding it.

Zander’s back is to me, but I can 
practically see his body stiffen as I approach. 

“Most do not care who calls himself king,” the other legionary, a wiry 
man with rich, russet-brown skin, says. “Their focus is on which of their 
mortals shouldn’t be trusted.” 

I can’t help myself. “Maybe their focus should be on how they treat 
those mortals to earn their resentment.” 

Zander sighs heavily. “Thank you both. That will be all for now.” 

Drakon and the other warrior bow and then charge off toward their 
comrades. 

“So glad you could join us.” Abarrane smiles at me through gritted 
teeth. “We were just talking about how much havoc your little gift is 
causing Islor.” 

I ignore her, focusing on Zander as he turns to face me. My heart skips a 
beat the second his eyes touch me. “What’s happening in Bellcross?” 

He opens his mouth, but stalls.

Zander peers up at the sun. “I should have enough time to get inside the 
gates before dark.” 

“T will ready the horses.” Abarrane marches off, Jarek on her heels. 

Zander makes to move away. 

I grab hold of his forearm. “You can’t just walk in through the gate.” 
I’m sure at least some of the guards will recognize him. 

“Of course I can. I’m the rightful king of Islor, which includes 
Bellcross.” Tension cords his muscles beneath my fingertips. 

“Except Atticus has declared himself the king and you an enemy to the 
throne. What will happen if Rengard isn’t your supporter anymore?” 

Zander’s eyes snap to Elisaf. “Is there nothing you don’t tell her?” 

“Thankfully, someone around here does.” 

After another lingering glare at his friend, Zander says, “There are other 
ways to get into Bellcross.” 

I should have known he was planning to sneak in. He’s spent years 
slinking in the shadows of Cirilea, first as a prince and then as king. “I’m 
going with you.” 

“No, you are not—” 

“I am.” I set my jaw stubbornly. 

“If your guard has informed you of the details of Atticus’s edict, then 
you know how perilous it would be for you if you were caught.” 


“Except I won’t get caught.” I’m no stranger to lurking, remaining 
unseen and unnoticed. 

“This is not your world. You are not merely a thief here.” 

“I have Gesine’s morels, so I don’t have to worry about any scent outing 
me for who I am. How many people from Bellcross have ever actually seen 
me? And would recognize me like this?” I wave a hand over my breeches 
and tunic. “I look like any other traveler. I definitely smell like one after 
sitting on a horse for days.” 

“Lord Rengard has seen you, for one. He and his wife were in Cirilea 
for our wedding.” 

“I won’t go with you to the castle.” 

He gives me an exasperated look. “Then why go to Bellcross in the first 
place?” 

“She can come with me to find Ianca,” Gesine says, approaching us, 
unnoticed. 

“Yes, exactly.” I silently thank the caster for the excuse. “I’m going with 
Gesine to find Ianca.” 

Zander squeezes the bridge of his nose, as if dealing with both of us 
simultaneously is too much. “Where is the seer?” 

“Somewhere safe.” 

His gaze narrows. “You’re keeping her location a secret from me? For 
what reason?” 

“For her protection, as well as mine. And I have given you no cause to 
doubt my purpose here.” 

“But you expect me to allow you to take Romeria into the city—” 

“Allow?” I snap, my anger flaring. “You’re not my keeper!” 

Neither of them are listening to me, though. 

“I will share the location when I am within those walls and on my way 
to her.” Gesine’s voice remains serene as they stare each other down. 

“And have I given you any reason to not trust me?” Zander says calmly. 


Her lips press together, but she doesn’t answer. She isn’t going to 
acquiesce, not about this. I see it, and Zander is beginning to as well. 

He shakes his head. “What use to us is a seer who cannot wield 
affinities or grasp reality anymore?” 

Rage flares in Gesine’s emerald eyes—the first time I’ve ever seen her 
reveal so much as a hint of it. “She is of utmost importance to our cause.” A 
touch softer, she adds, “And she is important to me. I will not be leaving 
Bellcross without her.”

Somewhere deep within the city, a clock tower gongs six times. 

“I have to say, I didn’t expect you to be so eager to get back in a 
saddle.” Jarek steers our horse behind Elisaf’s along the crumbling 
fieldstone wall—a divide in someone’s farm field, suitably shielded from 


view of the looming city wall by lush, overgrown trees. We’ve been 
following it for miles, in single file along the worn path. 

“Did I look eager?” I think I swore as I threw my sore leg over. “I’ve 
had enough of saddles for the rest of my life.” All those car rides sitting 
behind that buffoon Tony don’t seem so bad anymore. 

“And thank you for volunteering me for this run.”

“Either way, there are plenty of taverns off the main square. I needed an 
excuse to visit one, and you gave it to me.” 

Mention of taverns reminds me of that night on Port Street and Bexley’s 
bar.

“Why wouldn’t I, if the opportunity presents itself?” 

It’s been days since his night with that pretty 
blond in the wagon. 

“What do you think?” He chuckles softly. 

Feed and fuck. He seems like the type who might end up in a back alley. 
As much as I despise Jarek, I can see how others might find him physically 
appealing. “I think you might be in luck as long as you don’t speak.” I 
doubt he’ll have time for taverns once we find Ianca, but he’s in an oddly 
upbeat mood, so I’m not about to burst that bubble. 

The path ahead has closed in with undergrowth. Abarrane, who leads 
our line—eight of us in total, on six horses—hops out of her saddle. “We 
must continue on foot. Loth, you will remain here to safeguard the horses 
and our weapons.” 

The legionary collects reins from each of us as we dismount and follow 
the path leading into dense forest. 

To our right, beyond the trees, the main entrance gate to the city of 
Bellcross sits open. Distant shouts, clomping hooves, and squeaking wagon 
wheels suggest a bustling city. But within this thicket, only the twigs

In single file, we move along 
quietly, the space narrow and low, forcing Zander to bend his head in some 
spots.

I assumed it was a 
tall tale, a way to deter us from using this route too often, but I would not 
linger long enough to test its truth.” 

“That’s encouraging,” Jarek mutters, tension in his voice. 


I can’t help but smile. Finally, something the fierce warrior is unsettled 
by. “So you and Rengard are good friends, then.” Maybe I don’t have to be 
so worried about his plan to march right through the lord’s gate with an 
enemy-to-the-crown banner hanging over his head.

But Theon has, 
on many occasions, expressed admiration for my vision of Islor. I do not 
know how he feels about Atticus’s latest edict, especially after being 
targeted by Tyree.”

On the other side, 
the path bends into a cramped comer that meets a dead end. There’s barely 
enough room for us, our bodies nudging each other. 

“I should go back ...” I make to rejoin the others, to give Zander more 
space, but his hand lands on my hip, stalling me. 

“Stay there, Gesine. There isn’t enough room.” 

I tip my head and find a towering Zander peering down at me, his 
entrancing face only inches away, his eyes raking over my features. We 
haven’t been this close since he shielded me from the oncoming arrows in 
the boat.

Jarek and Zorya have spread out on either side, within quick reach but 
not noticeably associated with us. A good thing, given the latter seems to be 


garnering interest. I can’t tell if it’s her eye patch or her ferocious scowl 
that’s stirring wary gazes. 

“Tt wasn’t this busy at the Cirilean market.” And that is supposed to be 
the biggest fair in all of Islor. 

“Traders coming into port often visit Bellcross at this time of year to 
sell their wares. There are many villages in the surrounding lands, and 
people would prefer to come here than travel all the way to Cirilea. Also, as 
we get closer to the mountains, those living in the villages are preparing for 
the change of seasons so they may be stocked for the cold months. You will 
see, in the square.” 

Elisaf’s claims are proven right a few minutes later when we enter a 
vast space lined by four-story buildings. In the center is a circular pool with 
a water fountain, and all around it, men and women stand on platforms 
affixed to their colorful wagons, hollering to announce their merchandise. 
The aroma of cured meats and baked bread wafts, and banjo chords play 
from somewhere unseen. 

On this side, onlookers clap and laugh as two lithe men duel with 
wooden sticks, volleying exaggerated stabs. 

“There are mimes here?” 

“The painted faces? Yes, they are popular performers. More so in the 
east. It is said you can’t walk a block along Kettling’s streets without 
running into someone busking.” 

The late-day sun gleams off their ear cuffs. “They’re mortals.” 

“And their keeper is right there.” Elisaf looks pointedly at the 
distinguished man in the suit, strolling around the circle with his top hat to 
collect money in its crown. 

“Will they see any of that?” 

“Hopefully in the form of a warm bed and hearty meal.” 

“We must keep going.” Gesine clutches her cloak close to her neck to 
cover the telling gold collar that will earn attention we don’t want. Still, 


several leering men—immortals, by their dress and confidence—ogle her. 
Two begin keeping pace behind us. They remind me of Korsakov’s men 
with their smarmy smiles. If I didn’t know better, I’d assume it was because 
she is strikingly beautiful. 

“She’s not wearing a cuff,” Elisaf says. 

“You read my mind.” And to any of these immortals, she is just like any 
other human. One who isn’t currently owned by a keeper and is therefore 
free for the taking. “We should have given her a fake one.” 

“We will be out of this throng soon enough.” Elisaf shifts closer to her 
side, his normally soft brown eyes hard with warning as he turns to face our 
pursuers. 

But it’s Jarek and Zorya closing in to bank either side of the two men, 
their hands resting on their daggers, their wicked smiles begging for an 
excuse to use them, that steers the men in another direction. 

The remainder of our passage through the square is uneventful, and 
soon we are on a quiet, cobblestone street, our two Legion warriors fanned 
out on either sidewalk. 

“That is the sanctum, up ahead.” Elisaf points to a tall church. It’s 
nowhere near the grand spectacle of the one in Cirilea and only half the 
size, but it is elaborate nonetheless, its walls a pristine white stone, the 
clock tower gilded.

“There aren’t. These are false priestesses. Unremarkable humans who 
devote their lives to the fates in prayer. Almost none have even met a real 
caster, but they study Mordain’s belief system as if raised within it.”

“Some of these priestesses do have skills as healers. Not with affinities, 
but with knowledge of herbs, tonics, and a delicate hand. The woman who 
runs the apothecary where we met had such a gift.” Gesine picks up her 
pace, her keen focus flipping between the iron doors ahead and a small 
laneway to the side that leads into a well-tended garden and stable. A 
covered wagon and horse sit idle. “I think that was her wagon.” 

“When did you last see Ianca?” 

“The night we arrived. Wendeline was worried that word of a seer 
would spread, so we paid a man to bring her here and not ask questions.” 

“And you know she made it?” 

“I do not. We left Cirilea before I received word. I gave him half his 
payment up-front and promised the other half when I arrived here to collect 
her, and I hoped Wendeline’s trust in him was well placed.” Her brow 
furrows. “But I have heard the legionaries talk about raiders in the hills. I 
fear what may have happened during her travels.” 

“I’m sure she’s fine.” 

Gesine offers an appreciative smile before pausing at the bottom of the 
steps. “Sanctums are a place for prayer and reflection. Warriors and their 
weapons normally wait outside—” 

“Except in this case.” Jarek strolls up the steps and yanks open the door. 
“After you.” 

Gesine walks through the doorway, offering a cold look to Jarek— 
which earns her a stony glare. 

He trusts her as much as I trust him—not at all. 

Inside smells of incense, lavender, and cedar. I inhale, the scent oddly 
soothing. Perhaps because it reminds me of Wendeline, and she was my 


sole comfort for many weeks after I first arrived. 

Rows upon rows of gleaming pews sit empty, not a person in sight. 

Gesine leads us down the aisle toward the altar. 

“Do all sanctums have those?” I examine the four looming statues.

“Tm not surprised. The nymphs’ affinity is an ancient and especially 
potent connection to the elements, but it is still rooted in the fates.” 

We’re nearly at the dais when a woman in gold-trimmed, white garb 
matching that of the Cirilean priestesses appears. “I sense great wariness in 
you today, visitors.” The woman dips her head in greeting. “I am Sheyda. 
How may the sisters of Bellcross and I be of service to ...” Her words trail, 
her eyes growing wide as Gesine unfastens her cloak to reveal her gold 
collar. 


“T am looking for a friend who was brought here for safekeeping until I 
could reach her.” 

Sheyda’s mouth gapes. “Yes, indeed. She arrived several days ago. We 
have done our best to make her comfortable during her transition.” 

Gesine heaves a sigh of relief. “Thank the fates.” 

Silence hangs, the false priestess staring at Gesine in utter shock. What 
must it be like, to devote your entire life to playing a character only to find 
yourself standing in front of the real person? Does she feel foolish? 

“Can we see her?” Gesine presses. 

“Oh!” Sheyda throws her hands in the air as if startled out of her stupor. 
“Yes, of course!” 

We trail her as she rambles nonstop—about the night Ianca arrived in a 
wagon, driven by Ocher, the sanctum’s groundskeeper; about Ianca’s long 
days of sleeping and nights of prattling to no one, about her lackluster 
appetite and her declining health—along a long hallway. The air of calm 
she exuded during her greeting is gone, replaced by an almost frantic 
quality. 

We turn down a set of winding stairs illuminated with lanterns. The 
deeper we go, the more concemed I get. “Is this where you have your 
dungeons?” Is that where they’re keeping her? 

“Oh, no!” Sheyda laughs nervously. “We don’t have dungeons in the 
sanctum. Many of our priestesses live in modest rooms down here. 
Sometimes guests from out of town too. We had your friend upstairs in one 
of the spires, a lovely room with a view out to the garden, but that became 
problematic. The change is progressing swiftly in her. One morning she 
woke up and wouldn’t stop shouting out the window. With that gold collar 
... well, Ocher said you were very specific about her remaining hidden.” 

“That is correct.” Gesine’s voice is tinged with worry. 

“Tt seemed a safer place for her down here, and I think it’s helped. She 
seems more ... at ease.” 


What is she like when she isnt at ease? My father stood on park 
benches and wooden crates, shouting about demons when he was especially 
agitated. 

We finally reach the bottom. One long, low-ceilinged, windowless hall 
stretches in front of us. Solid wood arched doors line either side. While 
Sheyda’s explanation of these rooms seemed sound, in my mind, this 
screams prison. 

“She is in the last one on the left.” Sheyda fishes for a ring with 
countless dangling keys from within her cloak. “We don’t normally use 
these, but it seemed imperative for her safety.” She unlocks the door and 
raises her fist to knock.

Gesine releases a shaky breath and whispers a soft “thank you” to me as 
the false priestess raps her knuckles against the door. 

Silence answers. 

“As I said, she has been sleeping a lot, especially with the calming 
tonics we’ve been giving her.” 

They’ve been sedating her. 

After another moment’s pause, Sheyda pushes open the door. A loud, 
eerie creak carries as she steps back to allow us through. Inside is a narrow, 
windowless room with stone walls. In the corner by the door, a wooden 
desk holds a single lantern and a vase with freshly picked wildflowers. The 
tray of food someone left has been upturned, the sliced apples and berries 
scattered, thick stew splattered over the wall as if the bowl had been 
thrown. 

“Who’s there?” a thin voice calls out, pulling my attention to the far 
end, to the small pallet bed and the frail old woman with chalk-white hair 
seated upon it, the gold collar hanging off her skeletal neck. A cloudy gaze 
roams the space, not focused on anything. “Is that you?” 

The simple question tugs at my memory. My father asked the very same 
thing the last time I saw him, on the streets of New York, squinting against 
the drizzle in search of his daughter’s face. 

A sob wretches from Gesine, her face morphed with shock as she takes 
in her friend. The change between when she saw her last and now must be 


drastic. But she gives her head a shake and wipes her tears with quick 
strokes, gathering her composure. “It is me, dear Ianca.” She moves in to sit 
next to the old woman. They appear generations apart. 

“My eyes, they are lost to me.” Ianca’s voice is sad. 

Gesine collects Ianca’s shaky hands in hers. “I will be your eyes for 
you.” 

There’s not much to see in here. It’s barely more than a furnished cell. 
My cage in the tower overlooking the execution square was bigger and 
brighter.

“Remind him of that when he’s holding a blade to my throat,” he 
mutters.

I move for one, assuming I’m relegated to Jarek’s care again, but a firm 
hand seizes my biceps. Zander steers me toward his horse. “In the front” is 
all he says and then waits, his face steely.

You need to 
accept that and not risk yourself unnecessarily for one when you can save 
so many.” 

“Gee, thanks for the pep talk,” I snap. 


“I am trying to keep you alive.” 

“Oh, I know. So you can use me. Don’t worry, I haven’t forgotten.” I 
turn in the saddle to meet his gaze. “By the way, what the hell was that 
earlier, back in the wall?” 

His jaw tenses. “A moment of weakness. It will not happen again.” 

“Good.” 

He steers our horse forward. We say no more as we move through the 
Square at a steady clip, Pan paired with Abarrane, while Elisaf and Jarek 
ride solo. 

As promised, the guards wave us through without question. 

“Jarek, get Loth and meet us at the bridge.” Abarrane’s eyes narrow on 
the horizon where the sun has dipped. “And make haste. I do not care how 
powerful that witch is. These hills are not safe for a wagon after dark.” 

Jarek takes off to the right, his horse galloping. 


Zander roars into the 
emptiness, turning our horse three hundred and sixty degrees to survey the 
area around the covered bridge that traverses a narrow river. Lanterns burn 
on either side of it, tiny beacons to mark the path in the dark.

I watch Pan’s mouth gape in the lantern light as he stares at Zander. “If

“He cannot go back to Bellcross, and he would not last an hour in these 
hills.” 

“Precisely.” 

Zander sighs heavily. 

I dismiss their bickering, my attention drifting into the darkness. We 
took a different route here to avoid Bellcross’s notice, but I know basically 
what the landscape looks like—hills and forests and farm fields and tiny 
villages with high walls for protection. 

An orange glow radiates in the darkness, growing by the second.

“You were supposed to meet us at the bridge. What happened?”

“Three men were prowling. I figured I’d lure them here and kill them 
out of sight of the guards on the wall, to avoid drawing attention to us.” 
Zorya pants through the pain, struggling to speak. 

“But an axle broke,” Gesine continues. “We started the fire to give 
Ocher enough light so he could try to fix it. That must have been what drew 
them in.” 

My gaze veers to the fallen man, lying in a heap. “I’m surprised they 
didn’t take him alive.” 

“I guess they were more interested in the two women in the wagon.” 

“They didn’t realize one was a batty old seer and the other, a witch with 
a nasty temper.” Zorya cackles, but it quickly dissolves into a grimace of 


pain.

“What are you waiting for, then?”

We need to wait until Loth and Jarek get here with the 
horses.” 

“Your Highness.” Settling into a cross-legged pose on the ground, the 
caster closes her eyes and begins her work.

A fresh wave of fear engulfs me. If anyone discovers who she is, they’ Il 
drag her back to Cirilea, and I can only imagine what Atticus and Boaz 
have in store for her. 

I scan the hills around us but see no movement in any direction.

“Just coincidence. They were leaving Bellcross same time as us.” 

“And they offered you both a ride? Is that it?” 

“Yeah. That’s right.” 

“What’s your keeper’s name?” a third male asks, his words tinged with 
a strange and harsh accent. 

“Diana.” Pan doesn’t miss a beat. “We were on our way home to our 
village and got caught up at the market later than expected. She runs a 
bakery and needs to be back before the morning to open up.” He’s quick on 
his feet with the lies—and convincing, Ill give him that. Also, he could 


have outed me as a noblewoman to gain favor with these bandits, but he 
hasn’t ... yet. 

“A keeper who runs a bakery but wears a ring like this.” 

I wish I could see these immortals who are speaking, but I don’t dare 
move until I can get more information. 

Pan falters. “I don’t know where she got that.” 

I struggle to calm my breathing and center myself, but it’s impossible 
under these conditions. 

“Please, just let her go. I’m the mortal. She’s no good to you.” 

“T wouldn’t say that.” Heavy footfalls sound, and suddenly I’m flipped 
over. My head spins. “Oh good, you’re awake.”

“Aye, witch.” Her one good eye meets the caster’s before she hobbles 
away. The camp is quiet tonight, with only a few warriors awake and on 
watch. The windows within the farmhouse are dark, curtains drawn, its 
residents keeping their distance. 

I wriggle down, testing my leg before I put full weight on it. Gesine 
cauterized the gash during the ride back to camp, but didn’t fully knit the 
muscle together, the last dredges of her power needed elsewhere.

With a frown, Zander unfolds and begins reading. His teeth grit 
together. 

“What is it?” Something terrible, likely. “Zander?” 

“You should get to that bath before it turns cold.” He spins and heads 
toward Abarrane’s tent. 

“Good night,” I whisper, though I doubt he heard it, the dismissal clear. 
There was a time when he would stall others, steal a few moments, just to 
hear what I needed to say. But those days are gone. 

“Sleep well.” Elisaf offers a sympathetic smile before following his 
king.

I miss my rooms and the panoramic view from the balcony.

He is 
utterly loyal to Romeria. And smitten, it seems.” The scrawny mortal’s 
pulse races every time she is near. “The caster has marked him, and I have 


put the fear of the fates’ judgment into him should he ever allow anyone on 
his vein. Though in truth, a look from Abarrane is just as effective. His 
intentions no longer concern me.” I have far bigger things to worry myself 
with. 

“T hope you are right, friend.” But worry etches Theon’s forehead as we 
round the pond. 
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anca sits in the corner of the sanctum’s wagon, her shoulders 
hunched. 

“She’s calm today,” I whisper. “That’s good, right?” 

“Yes, I think being near me has helped. She doesn’t feel so lost.” 

What would that have been like, to step off a boat after a long journey, 
hustled into a wagon and led away by a stranger, then locked up in a church 
with more strangers? All while losing her eyesight and her bearings on 
reality? No wonder she was agitated. “How long do you think she has?” 

Gesine shakes her head. “Some seers can live years, others only weeks, 
which is why we must gain whatever knowledge we can from her now. For 
that, you must travel with us.” 

“Of course.” Gladly. It'll be a break from dealing with Jarek and stiff, 
chafed thighs. 

Gesine climbs in. “Ianca, we are moving to more comfortable 
accommodations for the journey north, and I must get you ready.” 

Ianca’s eyelids crack open. “I am tired,” she complains. 

Gesine’s gentle hands pull Ianca’s hood over her scant hair, hiding her. 
“I know. We will move you, and then you can rest.” Her palms stroke the 
old woman’s face. 

I turn away to give them privacy. 


And find myself staring at a wall of leather and weapons, the scent of 
clean sweat and male muskiness filling my nostrils. At least Jarek bathes 
regularly. Even his hair looks freshly washed and braided. 

His expression is as harsh as always. “Feeling better today?”

We got to talkin’ 
about how horrible he was and all the things he’d done to my family and me 
over the years, and how he shouldn’t be able to have any more tributaries, 
but no one would stop him. So then Merita said I should stop him, that my 
ma would be proud of me for doin’ it.

about a guy named Colgan at the butcher and a poison he could give me.”

A familiar adrenaline fires through me as I hurry across the camp, 
stealing a peek toward Jarek’s tent. If there’s one legionary whose eyes I 
won’t be able to pull the proverbial wool over, it’s him. 

Thankfully, he’s still preoccupied. 

They can't see me. 

I need to get to Norcaster. 

Those words play over and over through my mind, my hood pulled over 
to conceal my face. Another layer of deception, though who knows if any of 
this will work.

Isembert may be cautious of travelers entering Norcaster’s walls, but 
within these walls, they are only too happy to collect coin and dole out 
compliments to anyone paying. 

I force a smile. She’s an attractive and friendly mortal, and under very 
different circumstances—in a different time in my life—she may have 
piqued my curiosity for the night.

From across the room, Elisaf sips his pint and talks casually with the 
barkeep, a barrel-chested man with a mustache that curls down on either 
side.

“Isn’t it, though? Third batch in as many weeks. Biggest one yet, but I 
heard there’s more comin’ tomorrow.”

Etta 
shudders. “The guards caught most o° them before they could escape. Four 
from nearby villages, brought in on Isembert’s orders.” 

“And the ones in the pillories?” 

“Kin of the hanged. Wives and husbands. One daughter. It’s assumed 
they’ve taken the poison, too, so Lord Isembert has demanded they be kept 
in the square until they confess.”

It’s been so long since I’ve been in these parts, 
I forgot how refreshing it is. These northern mortals are a sturdier, obstinate 
lot for the most part, and not weighed down by politics and class like 
elsewhere in Islor. “Anything else exciting happening lately? Interesting 
visitors passing through, rumors ...” 


She frowns. “Not that I can think of ... Oh! There have been rumblings 
of a new king. Don’t know if it’s true. Not that it matters much around here. 
We’ll never see the likes of royalty comin’ this way. Too dainty for the hard 
life. Holler if ya need me, and Pll come runnin’.” With an affectionate 
squeeze across my nape, she saunters off to flirt with the next table. 

My hands clamp tightly over my stein. 

If a town like Norcaster has already heard about Atticus, news is 
spreading faster than I anticipated. Atticus has been busy, securing his 
throne and spreading falsities. If he— 

All thoughts and worries evaporate as I spot the last face I expected to 
see standing in the doorway of the Greasy Yak. 
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slow Eros to a canter as we approach Norcaster’s wooden gate. It 

didn’t look like much before, but up close, it is far more 
daunting, at least twenty-five feet high, the silhouettes of the archers 
manning it eerily still. 

“Am I allowed to talk now?” Pan whispers. 

“About what?” 

“About how none of those legionaries noticed us leave?” 

“We can talk about that later.” Though I have no idea what I’ll say. 
“Right now, I’m your keeper, and we’re heading to Bellcross to see an aunt 
who has fallen ill.” 

“My aunt or yours?” 

Maybe it would have been better to leave Pan behind, but it’s too late 
now, and if I’m right, he’ll prove useful. “Mine. Your gloves are on?” The 
last thing I need is for someone to notice his glowing mark. 

He waves his covered hand in answer. 

“Okay. Remember the plan and let me do all the talking.” 

A smaller gate built into the main one swings open. It’s just tall enough 
to allow a person on horseback through, guarded by a stocky soldier 
gripping a sword.

“Go on in, then, and find an empty spot.” She jerks her chin to the right 
before shifting her focus back to her needlework. “One o’ the girls will be 
with ya when she can.” 

She’s speaking to me as if we’re equals. 

We are equal, I chastise myself. Maybe I’ve been playing the role of 
future queen for too long. Something tells me being royalty wouldn’t make 
a difference to her. Still, it’s refreshing, and the smile I’m wearing as I push 
through the swinging doors feels genuine. 

A wall of stifling heat from the fire and the smell of sweat, smoke, and 
sour hops hits me, but I focus on the dingy tavern, a simple rectangular 
room with long, cafeteria-style tables and benches and a bar where metal 
steins line the counter as fast as the husky bartender can pour from the keg 
behind. 

And it is packed with patrons, shouting and sloshing ale from their 
mugs as the fiddler on a wooden platform stomps his foot in time with his 
upbeat melody. 

It’s as if that horrifying scene outside doesn’t exist, and those poor 
people aren’t out there freezing and aching within their wooden traps while 
listening to the revelry. 

That reminder dampens my spirits, but I can’t think about them now. I 
scan the dimly lit room. The patrons are mostly male and the staff is mostly 
female, the waitresses’ breasts spilling from low necklines of their dresses. 

It became easy for me to mark the mortals from the elven in Cirilea, but 
here they’re all dressed similarly, in leathers and furs, and rugged in 
appearance, with wild manes of hair, some with even wilder beards. No one

Some, I note, are a dull silver patina as opposed to the typical 
gold.

Elisaf is nearby, standing at the bar, chatting up the 
bartender. I don’t see Abarrane. She’s likely in an alleyway, torturing 
someone for information about Drakon and Iago.

Several curious heads have turned to regard me, leering men holding 
out hope for a female body under them tonight, willingly or not. 
Opportunists pondering what my belongings might be worth. I’ve been 
around enough of this type to know that for every saint in this room, there 
are five sinners, and I’m drawing too much attention by standing here.

The inn seems to 
be full.”

The guy grumbles as he slides away, back the way he 
came.

“Hello, Fearghal.” He’s not someone I could fight off if I had to. I can’t 
tell if he’s going to be a problem yet. But I decide to use him to my 
advantage. “What do you know about those people out there?” I jerk my 
head toward the square. “What’d they do wrong?” 

He glances around and then leans in. “I hear it’s ’cause they took that 
poison.” 

I mock gasp. “I’ve heard about that. I wasn’t sure if it was real or 
rumor.” 

“Oh, it’s real, and it’s got all your kind on edge, for good reason. Make 
sure you know the company you keep.” He gives Pan a pointed look. 

“Me?” Pan squeaks. “I could never do somethin’ like that. She treats me 
better than anyone I’ve ever known, except maybe my ma. But even she 
used to smack me good sometimes for causin’ her trouble. Ro”—he falters, 
catching himself with a wide-eyed flash of panic—‘“she cares about 
mortals.” 

Fearghal pats Pan’s shoulder with a heavy hand. “Well, then you are 
luckier than all those poor sods outside. Between us, their keepers probably 
deserved it, the way things work around here.” He chugs back a mouthful. 

He’s not concerned about offending me. I can use that to my advantage. 
“You’re right, they probably did. And I doubt those people in the pillories 
deserve what’s happening to them.” 

A spark of something stirs in his eyes. “Where you from?” 

“Bellcross.” 

His lips purse. He doesn’t believe me. 

“Originally Salt Bay, though.” 

The doubt softens. “That’s quite a ways from here.” 

“Ever been?” 


“Nah. Never been past Norcaster. No reason to.” 

“It’s nice in the south.” I hold my breath, hoping he doesn’t press 
further. 

“People been sayin’ they’re all up in arms over these Ybarisans the king 
let across the rift.” 

“They’ve caused a lot of problems for a lot of people.” 

“Some say that. Then some say the Ybarisans are tryin’ to help the 
mortals.” He shrugs. “That’s not me sayin’ it, but it’s some people.” 

“Some mortals.” 

“Aye. Ones who want freedom like I have.” He flicks his naked earlobe. 
“These people, living ’round here?” He waves a finger around the room. 
“Course they have it a bit better than those in the south. From what I’ve 
heard, anyway. But they’d still rather not have keepers to deal with, and a 
lot of °em have been talkin’. There’s been a lot of talk.” 

“About what?” 

He shrugs, his eyes cutting to me, then away. “Things.” 

About being rid of their keepers, living for themselves. I know what 
he’s hinting at, but I can’t push too hard or he’ll get cagey. I switch gears. 
“Pve heard these Ybarisans are cruel.” 

“They ain’t so bad.” He pauses. “From what I heard, anyway. I wouldn’t 
know.” He slurps his ale. 

“So, you’re from Norcaster?” 

“Nah.” He wipes his mouth with the back of his hand. “Just down to get 
some supplies before I head back up to Woodswich. Ever heard of it?” 

This explains the lack of a cuff. “Mortals live without keepers up there, 
right?” 

“Been there all my life. Me and my wife, Norel, and our flock of 
chickens and goats. Never came down here until I turned into an old, ugly 
bugger. Nobody bothers me.” 


I lean in, layering on a healthy dose of giddy innocence to stroke this 
fool’s ego. “What’s it like there? Are the rumors true?” 

“Depends what you’ve heard.” 

“Let’s see ...” I pretend to pick my thoughts. He’s exactly what I was 
hoping to find here—someone who will divulge anything I want to know 
whether he realizes it or not. 

I’m almost certain he’s met Princess Romeria’s soldiers. 

I can’t believe my luck. 

A commotion stirs, turning heads toward the doorway, where Jarek has 
strolled in, all leather, blades, and hard lines. 

My body tenses. An angry Jarek, I am terrified of. 

He locates me in seconds, and the murderous look on his face only adds 
to my apprehension. 

Like in Bellcross’s square, people fall back as he cuts through the 
crowd, as if they can sense the fury radiating off the warrior, and they know 
he’ll walk through them.

“Gesine had nothing to 
do with it. Your guards weren’t doing their jobs.” 

A young, dimple-cheeked barmaid interrupts us. “A round to start?” 

“Please. Just two, though.” I cast a thumb toward Jarek. “He can’t 
handle his ale.” 

Her curious blue eyes flitter over Jarek before shifting to Pan, who can’t 
seem to peel his gaze off her cleavage. He looks two seconds away from 
needing a napkin to wipe drool off his chin. “Aren’t you a cute one.” She 
reaches out to stroke his cheek before strolling away, her hips swinging. 

Pan tracks her steps the entire way.

My focus veers back to our previous conversation. “If you harmed

“The witch is fine.” A grim smile touches his lips. “And how will I pay? 
Will you splash me with water?” 


“Looks like someone already did.” 

The fiddler ends his tune and announces a short break to “water the 
grass and fetch a fresh pint,” leaving us with a steady hum of drunken 
conversations. 

The waitress swoops in with our ales. 

“Since he’s gone ... Cheers.” I slide Pan’s mug over and clank mine 
against it before taking a sip. It’s sour and hoppy, and stronger than I’m 
used to. “Try not to get too sloppy drunk tonight.” 

“You really are a pain in my arse.” Jarek sighs before collecting his and 
sucking back a mouthful. “Have you seen Abarrane?” 

I shake my head. 

“She’s likely scouring the cellars and dungeons. Fates help everyone if 
Drakon and Iago do not walk out of here tonight.” His focus shifts to more 
important things, at least, than how I escaped. 

“You saw the people in the square?” 

“Aye. And I imagine we’ll see many more before our journey ends.” I 
can’t tell whether the thought of that bothers him like it does me.

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arek curses and shifts in his seat to face the wall, stretching his

Whispers flare. Even the guard holding Zander at sword point wavers, 
his blade shifting away a few inches. 

“Fuck.” Jarek heaves a sigh. “This is going to get ugly.” 

Isembert’s hand flies up. “Silence!” 

Quiet falls. 

“King Zander.” If the lord is at all surprised, he hides it well. “What 
brings us the honor of your appearance?” He sneers, not a hint of deference. 


“Could it be that you are fleeing the kingdom you lost after bedding that 
Ybarisan whore and betraying your people?” 

“See?” Jarek whispers. “Big, fucking balls.” 

I’m going to enjoy crushing them. My ring burns against my finger, and 
I take deep breaths to calm myself before I turn every mug of ale into a 
flying weapon. 

A muscle twitches in Zander’s jaw, the only sign that the lord’s words 
bother him. 

“The people within these mountains lead simple lives, in relative peace, 
and may not be current with the political circus of the south. Let me spend a 
moment enlightening them, for I receive regular news, and the latest is 
disturbing, to say the least.” Isembert stands and begins pacing around the 
tavern. “Those Ybarisan monsters you’ve heard rumors of, skulking 
through villages, intent on destroying Islor with their poison? They were 
invited to cross the rift by this male”—he jabs a finger toward Zander 
—“and his family. The Ybarisan princess they swore would bring peace and 
prosperity to our realm? She has brought war and ruin, the poison that 
bleeds into Islor the very blood from her veins. It is said just one drop will 
kill any elven.” 

A chorus of gasps sounds. They may have heard about the poison, but 
clearly they haven’t heard all the details. 

“And even after she killed King Eachann and Queen Esma—his 
parents!—still he promised her the throne next to him, with all its wealth 
and power. What kind of king does that? Unless he is aligned with her in 
thought. Unless he has already betrayed his people.” 

On instinct, I spin my ring until the stone is hidden and hope the lord 
doesn’t notice me.

Isembert’s boots scuff across the hardwood as he approaches this side of 
the room, slowing next to Elisaf, as if taunting him.

I should have known this skulking king didn’t enter 
Norcaster alone. Can I assume that female warrior wandering the streets is 
also with the Legion? She must be looking for the two others who were 
here last night, asking questions.” 

“Where are they?” Jarek demands to know. 

“Rethinking their allegiances by now, I would imagine.” His claim 
suggests something wicked. 

Jarek’s teeth grind in my ear. 

Isembert edges closer toward us. “I thought I was clear about what 
would happen the next time you stepped foot within my walls.” 

“You were.” Jarek remains calm as he sets his mug down. “Will it be 
this imbecile delivering your judgment? Because it didn’t work out well for 
him last time either.” 

The man snaps his meaty fingers. Three others close in, drawing blades 
that glint in the firelight. 

Jarek raises a finger. “Hold that thought. You.” Turning to me, he offers 
a flat smile.

My heart swells with his display of vulnerability. “I can’t live in this 
world if it’s not with you by my side.” 


“Then that is where I will be. Always.” He responds with a kiss that 
bleeds promise as he sinks into me again. 

I cling to his straining arms and whisper his name over and over as his 
thrusts turn hard and merciless, his guttural moans overt and raw. 

Eventually, he wins, dragging my cries out of me. 

By the time I feel him pulsating deep inside, all of Norcaster must be 
listening. 


“How long did this take Gesine to heal?” I trace the silver line across 
Zander’s neck where the waitress cut him. 

“Not long. Maybe ten minutes? Another scar for my collection.” 

“You bled a lot for such a tiny scratch.” 

“It was actually quite deep.” His gaze is on the sloped ceiling above us 
as we lie together in bed, my body nestled against his side. Despite the cool 
air, he hasn’t drawn the wool blankets over himself, and I appreciate the 
view. He’s a sculpture of perfection, lazing in the afterglow of our intimacy 
—two rounds of it. 

I know. My rage flares. “Have you found the woman who did it?” 

“I have. That was her gown you stripped off earlier. She was kind 
enough to offer it when I carried you in, soaked.” 

“How generous.” My molars grind. “It doesn’t seem her style, though. 
My breasts weren’t hanging out. It needs fewer buttons for that.” 

He laughs. “Good linen is hard to come by, especially up here. Do not 
ruin it in your anger.” 

“She could have killed you.” 

His laughter falls off with a sigh that lifts his bare chest. “I will admit, 
she caught me off guard. It will not happen again.” He pauses. “Just as I 
will never attempt to shelter you by keeping you away.”

How long before these gallows 
and pillories become permanent fixtures in every square in every corner of 
Islor?”

You know 
that.” 

He sighs, as if he’s had this conversation too many times. Or maybe he’s 
dwelled on it too long himself. “What kind of new life can I give these 
people? What hope? I am a king without a castle or even a home. We are 
scurrying to Venhorn’s caves because, sadly, that is the safest place for us in 
Islor, but it is only temporary, and between the saplings and whatever 
Nulling beasts may still lurk, it will be fraught with danger. How can I bring 
these mortals there?”

He turns to study my face. “You haven’t told me much about your 
parents.” 

“That’s a long story for another day.” When we have the luxury of time. 
Right now, we have more important things to discuss. “What about Jarek? 
What are we going to tell him about last night? Did he figure it out?” I 
made those water arrows using my elven affinity, which is no secret, but the 
blasts of wind that crushed bones and the ring of fire so hot it singed the 
ends of my hair are not so easily explained. I know he witnessed the latter. 
He was fighting outside it. 

And then there’s still the question of how Pan and I left the camp on 
horseback right out from under the legionaries’ noses. Jarek won’t let that 
go so easily either.

At 
first, he thought the ring of fire was my doing, but eventually, he saw your 
eyes.”

Abarrane was afraid when she first learned the 
truth.

“Is the king of Islor 
jealous?”

explains all that Gesine divulged to him in Gully’s Pass, all that 
they both have been keeping from me—about the nymphaeum’s original 
purpose, this secret book found in Shadowhelm that confirmed Malachi had 
succeeded in ruling these lands once before. 

“But we can’t open that door.” My brain combs through everything I 
know of the risk. “That would mean opening the Nulling and releasing an 
army of whatever terrible creatures are waiting in there. Nobody wants 
that.” It’s why they’ve been executing key casters for the past two thousand 
years. 

Nobody ... except Malachi and Sofie. 

“I certainly do not want that. And there are too many unknowns and no 
guarantees to consider it an option. The nymphs may not wish to help us. 
Or they might, but at a terrible cost. You might not even survive opening 
the door, and I could not bear losing you like that. Perhaps that makes me 
an unfit king.

“I see you found 
yourself a room after all.” 

“I guess I played my cards right.” 

She pauses a beat and then snorts. Her frizzy hair sways with her curt 
chin jerk toward the tavern doors. “There’s some oats and links waitin’ if 
you’re hungry.” 

“You’re open?” 

She stares at me like I’m an idiot. “People need to eat.” 

“Right. Of course.” 

“Thank you.” Zander leads me away, his hand on the small of my back. 
“They’re an interesting lot up here.” If he’s bothered by her lack of 
etiquette, he doesn’t let on, though something tells me he might appreciate 
it. 

The Greasy Yak is quiet this morning. About a third of the tables are 
occupied by people digging into a hot breakfast, and in a few cases, a 
morning ale. One group of weathered patrons looks like they might have 
been here last night and never left. 

It’s surprisingly clean, considering the body count it boasted only hours 
ago. The corpses have all been cleared out—to where, I’d rather not know 
—and three gangly teenage boys are on their knees, scrubbing the floor 
with a bucket of soapy water and wire-bristle brushes.

It’s the sobbing girl from the pillory. I scan the faces around her. 
They’re all here. Dressed and healthy, though visibly nervous, several of 
them stealing frequent glances at the intersecting crescent moons marked on 
their hands. 

“Their keepers were poisoned, and many of them have tainted blood. 
No one will take them in. Elisaf told them to come here until we can decide 
what to do with them,” Zander says, answering my unasked question. 

“We already know what to do with them.” I offer the girl a small smile. 

“Why do I suspect you have dug your heels in on this matter?” 

“Because you’re more than a good lay? And by lay, I mean you’re good 
at—” 

“I understand.” He flashes an exasperated look, but the corners of his 
mouth curve. 

Two legionaries linger nearby, waiting. It’s obvious they want to speak 
to Zander. 

“I will bring you something to eat.” He ushers me in the other direction, 
where Gesine, Abarrane, Jarek, and Elisaf sit. “You can be angry with me if 
it makes you feel better, but do not take it out on Gesine. She had no 
choice.” 


“T thought we all have a choice,” I mutter, heading for the table, my 
stomach tense at the sight of Jarek. The truth is, I’m not really angry with 
Zander. Annoyed, yes. But I think it’s disappointment that overwhelms me. 
I’d convinced myself that this prophecy was true. I wanted it to be true. 

But now I appreciate Zander’s warnings about Mordain and casters, and 
the half-truths they deliver that may as well be blatant lies. If Gesine had 
told us from the beginning that I needed to open the nymphaeum door to 
end this blood curse, we might never have left Cirilea together. 

“... not understand how two legionaries have utterly vanished from this 
town, and no one can tell us anything.” Abarrane punctuates her anger by 
stabbing her sausage link with a fork.

“She doesn’t like feeling helpless. None of us do.” Jarek’s focus drifts 
out the window. He hasn’t made eye contact with me yet, which is not 
normal. He’s usually thrown in at least one barbed insult by now. 

Is Zander right and it’s his pride over being kept in the dark that has him 
so angry? Just as Jam unhappy with being kept in the dark about something 
that undoubtedly involves me? 

Or is Jarek plotting to kill me in the name of Islor? 

“Here. It looks mildly edible.” Zander sets a bowl of oats in front of me. 

“Thank you.” This may be the first time the king of Islor has ever 
served me.

“He was here, looking for you. Abarrane scared him away.” Gesine 
adjusts her cloak to cover her gold collar before displaying a polite smile at 
the older couple who gawks from several tables over.

“He is not going anywhere. He knows the safest place is with us.” 
Zander takes Abarrane’s spot, plucking the sausage link off her abandoned 
plate. 

“And what of the other mortals?” Elisaf asks. 

“Perhaps we can convince the barkeep to take some in to work here for 
room and board. He seems decent.” 

“The barkeep whose servant did that to you?” I point to his neck. 

“They will all be dead by the end of the week, along with the barkeep, if 
he attempts to help them,” Jarek’s tone is deadpan, factual. “Either by 
Isembert’s replacement, the keepers who wait for our departure so they can 
cleanse their town, or Lyndel’s army who will hunt them down when they 
sweep through. All you’ve done by marking them is set clear targets.” 

Zander sighs with resignation. “Would it have been wiser to leave them 
unmarked so more of our kind would die?” 

“Do not ask me what I think would be wise because I doubt you will 
like the answer.” 


“You can’t kill them. They haven’t hurt anyone,” I hiss. Yet. 

A vein in Jarek’s forehead throbs, but when he speaks, it’s to Zander, as 
if Pm not here. “Even the most principled of these keepers will eventually 
realize that protecting these mortals is far more trouble than it’s worth. All 
that was done to save them will be for naught the moment we turn our 
backs, and they will die with their pretty little marks on their hands. A mark 
that will become a symbol of certain death soon enough.” 

“He’s right.” And maybe he’ll help convince Zander of my reasoning. 
“They don’t have Atticus’s protection, and fear is overshadowing 
compassion or reason. Look how easily Isembert strolled in here last night 
and took over. People like this barkeep mean well, but they won’t burn their 
lives to the ground for these mortals. We have to bring them with us.” 

Jarek scowls. “That is not what I said.” 

“T don’t hear you offering any other solutions.” 

“We already have enough mortals to protect. They likely won’t survive 
in those caves,” Elisaf says more gently. 

“They definitely won’t survive here, so give them a choice. Who 
knows? They might surprise you.” 

“More surprises?” Jarek spears me with a steely look. “I think I’ve had 
enough.” 

“Enough with the bickering. You two sound like children.” Zander 
pinches the bridge of his nose. “Romeria, eat before it gets cold.” 

I dig into the gritty slop, pausing long enough to mumble, “He started 
it.” Now I sound like a child. 

Gesine pushes my bowl forward. “It will help restore your power 
faster.” 

My power is already returning, to my great relief. I intentionally left my 
ring off so I would feel when that persistent buzz returned. Ironic, really, 
that I was so quick to avoid feeling these affinities before, when I didn’t 


know what to do with them. But when I woke this morning and sensed the 
emptiness, I felt as if I’d lost something vital.

Zander’s jaw tenses. “We need your skilled blade on the journey north.” 

“You seem to be well-equipped to defend yourself. I will rejoin once I 
find them.” 

Zander could defy Abarrane’s order, but I know he’d rather not do it 
openly, not when things are so volatile already. “Good luck.” 

“Aye.” Jarek takes off, as if he can’t get away fast enough. 

As much as he wants to find his fellow legionaries, something tells me 
this has as much to do with getting far away from me. That realization stirs 
a strange and unexpected frustration. As much as I hated Jarek at the start, 
he was growing on me. I felt safer with him around. Zander was safer with 
him around.

“Is something the matter?” Worry mars Gesine’s face as she peers up at 
the warrior. “Is it lanca?” 

“Still alive. Babbling in another language. She sleeps more than a 
dormant nethertaur.” Zorya shifts her one eye to Zander. “We have gathered 
them all outside, Your Highness.” 

“How many are there?” 

“Many.” 


“Fates.” Zander smooths a hand over his mouth as we take in the crowd of 
mortals standing in the square. 

Young men and women. 

Children. 

There must be fifty total. The Legion circles, weapons drawn, but their 
blades aren’t meant for them. The warriors are facing off against the 
indignant spectators watching from beyond, many armed with weapons of 
their own. 

“Who are they?” I ask. 

“Tributaries we found locked in cellars when we were looking for Iago 
and Drakon.” 

“There are children here.” A rush of adrenaline stirs inside me. I focus 
on my breathing before my emotions take over. 

“Yes. Their keepers insisted they were protecting them for the future, 
though we’ve heard claims that suggest otherwise.” Zander glares at the 
immortals beyond the ring. They look like wolves, circling and eager to 
pick off prey. “They’re declaring they have the right to protect themselves 
by Isembert’s law.” 

“And Atticus’s, too, I would wager,” Elisaf mutters. “As soon as we 
leave, they’ Il tuck them back into their cages.”

It must have something to do with 
the fifteen-foot wooden wall ahead, blocking our passage. Beyond it, 
multiple streams of smoke curl into the sky. 

“That’s Kamstead, the last of what they call civilized villages before 
things get real wild.” From atop his horse, Fearghal escorts us to the front 
of the line where Zander waits, holding Eros’s reins for me. 

“What’s going on?” I collect them, and despite the somber mood, my 
stomach flutters as Zander slides his thumb across my palm. The simple 
touch feels like a reminder of this morning and a promise for later. 

“T do not know yet, but that is far too much smoke for simply expelling 
a draft.” 

I hoist myself into my saddle. 

“Thank you.” Gesine settles onto the back of Elisaf’s horse. In the 
daylight, there is no hiding the sorrow wilting her features. 


Zander looks to me, his unspoken question hanging in the air, and I 
offer a subtle nod. 

His shoulders sink. “I am sorry for your loss, High Priestess.” 

She swallows hard, her eyes watering. “What do we know of this 
village?” 

Zander looks to Fearghal. 

“Like I was sayin’, it’s called Kamstead. Maybe sixty livin’ there. Used 
to be all mortals, but then Isembert decided he wanted his kind here to 
collect a tithe on the trade that comes through. It’s the one main road 
between north and south. Rumor has it Isembert promised ’em he had a deal 
to protect ’em from the saplin’s and that they’d get a cut of the coin.” 

It’s not so much rumor as fact. “What are these elven like? Anything 
like Isembert?” Self-proclaimed lords who don’t deserve the stations 
they’ve climbed to? 

He shrugs. “Maybe fifteen of ‘em. I don’t care much for any of ’em for 
what they are, but the times I’ve been here, the lot seemed reasonable 
enough. None of ’em like anyone from the south, but that’s most of the 
north. The village is built around the road, and they control passage through 
either side with their gates. Sometimes they can be thorny about who they 
let through.” He peers over his shoulder at the long line of mortals and 
legionaries. “Not sure they’ ll take kindly to this.” 

“Would they have let the Ybarisans through?” I ask. 

“Aye. The wall ain’t that strong. When a line of soldiers shows up, you 
open the gate.” 

Zander studies the wooden barrier. Four archers watch from the 
ramparts. A minute ago, there was only one. “Are they fighters?” 

“You won’t see ’em throwing down their swords in easy surrender, 
that’s for sure. They’ve been gettin’ some saplin’s lately, from what I heard 
last time I came through, even with Isembert’s deal.” 

A deal that I hope the next leader of Norcaster doesn’t honor. 


“Is there a way around the village?” Elisaf asks. 

“I mean, you could squeeze a horse through the thicket, but not one of 
those.” He points toward the line of wagons. 

Zander’s lips press together. “Then we will go through. A shield, if you 
will?” 

“Your Highness.” Gesine’s eyes flare with a vibrant emerald luster. 

“Fearghal, you know these people?” 

“Aye, one or two.” 

“Then you come with us.” He nods toward our small group of five. 

Abarrane leads us toward the wall, her sword still tucked in its sheath. 

I inhale, and my nose curls. “What is that?” A pungent stench of 
smoldering, wet wood and something else—vaguely like beef or pork, only 
Sweeter and yet with a metallic component. 

“Burning flesh,” Elisaf answers. 

My stomach drops. No wonder Zander seems so apprehensive. 

We’re twenty feet away when a man with an arrow aimed at Zander 
yells, “Who are you?” 

“T am the king of Islor. Lower your weapons.” 

He falters before stiffening again. “There ain’t no king in these parts.” 

“And yet here I stand.” 

“Not as easy as it was in Freywich,” Elisaf murmurs under his breath. 

“Lower your weapons and open the gate.” Zander sounds bored and 
unbothered, but I know better than to believe the act. 

The soldier lets his arrow fly in response. It sails toward us, only to 
bounce off thin air and drop to the ground. 

The archers exchange bewildered looks. 

“Perhaps you can reason with them?” Zander looks to Fearghal. 

Fearghal nods and then bellows, “Elsten, you in there?” 

No one answers. 


“Elsten, if you’re in there, open the gate! They just wanna pass through. 
They’re not gonna cause you no trouble, but I promise, you don’t wanna 
pick a fight with this lot.” 

After a long pause, a man yells, “Go around!” 

Fearghal snorts. “There ain't no goin’ around! We got wagons!” 

“They are hiding something they do not wish us to see.” That sharp 
edge in Zander’s voice creeps in. “Open the gate, or we will open it for 
you.” 

The archers don’t move. 

“Why must people test my patience today?” Zander turns to me. 
“Remember how you took down that cave?” 

“Yeah?” How could I forget? 

“Can you do the same thing now, to that?” He gestures toward the thick 
timbers, bound and braced with cord and pegs and sturdy crossbeams. 

“T can try.” My well of elemental power is flowing again, waiting to be 
unleashed. This is why he wanted me up here. “But we don’t know what’s 
waiting for us on the other side.” 

“T will take care of that. You focus on that gate.” 

“Right.” There’s fire beyond, and where there’s fire, he has his affinity. 

Taking a deep breath, I reach for the thread that brings forth air. 

But it doesn’t answer my call. 

“Remember who you are protecting, Romeria.” Gesine’s glowing gaze 
is on the archers who shift nervously. “These people behind us. The little 
girl in the wagon. The king. If you do not take that gate down, they will sit 
in these deep woods until nightfall and nothing good can come of it. They 
will not be safe. At this moment, that gate is the only thing keeping them 
from safety. It must come down.” 

I know what she’s doing—drawing out these instincts she claims drive 
my ability to channel more easily—and it’s working. Her words stir my 
anxiety. 


I reach for that thread again. This time it unspools and lengthens, the 
energy radiating until it surges to my fingertips, my body vibrating. I throw 
my hand out, and the force of the affinity launches forward. 

The gate explodes as if hit by a wrecking ball, sending archers flying 
and logs scattering like twigs in the wind. 

A thrill swirls inside me, even as I pray I haven’t caused anyone 
irreparable harm. 

Abarrane and Elisaf draw their swords, bracing for the potential rush of 
villagers. 

But no one charges out. 

“Jarek! Zorya!” Abarrane hollers. 

Two sets of hooves pound on the dirt road as the legionaries close in. 

“You and Gesine, stay on your horses no matter what. Gesine, protect 
her,” Zander warns. 

We move in past the destroyed wall, the village eerily quiet other than a 
few coughs from the shadows. 

“Fates,” Elijah whispers. “What happened here?” 

“A massacre.” Zander hops off his horse. The others, save for Gesine 
and me, follow. 

Grimy faces peep from small windows of tiny huts. Women and 
children, mainly, while the men stand at the doors, brandishing rusty swords 
and daggers as if to declare they will fight to the death for those inside. 

And along the street in front of us, piles of bodies are heaped over 
stacks of wood, burning. 

I press my cloak against my nose to cover the stench of charred flesh, 
my stomach roiling, threatening to spill. 

Abarrane walks a slow circle around one of the bonfires, the tip of her 
blade dragging through the dirt. “Who are they?” she asks no one in 
particular. 


Silence answers, the villagers’ anxious gazes shifting, some stalling on 
Gesine and the gold that peeks out beneath her cloak. Even up here in the 
remotest part of Islor, at least a few must have heard the fabled tales of the 
collared casters. 

Fearghal crouches for a closer look at one of the faces piled on the 
bonfire, not yet scorched. The head isn’t attached to a body. “I reco’nize 
him. That’s Corbett. He was a leader, you might say.” He scans the other 
piles. “That’s another one. Looks like all the elven are dead.” 

The villagers killed the immortals ... It dawns on me. Of course. “They 
poisoned them all.” 

“And now they’re burning the evidence in the center of their village.” 
Abarrane snorts. “Imbeciles.” 

The men near her adjust their grips on their swords as if anticipating 
she’ll pounce on them any second. 

“Now we know what they were hiding,” Zander mutters. 

There’s no way these villagers would have heard that Isembert is dead 
and therefore not likely to come here and punish them. 

Fearghal looks to a brawny man gripping a mace with two hands. “What 
did ya do, Elsten?” 

The man—Elsten—sets his jaw. “What we needed to do. What the 
Ybarisans told us to do.” 

Zander moves in, making them adjust their stances. “And what did they 
tell you to do?” 

Elsten stiffens his posture. “When the elven bastards start screamin’, cut 
their throats to dull the sound until they bleed out or the poison finishes ’em 
off.” 

“You did all this in one night?” I cringe at the gruesome piles. Fearghal 
had said there were fifteen elven here, out of sixty villagers. Many of these 
men wear soiled bandages on their arms and legs, across their foreheads. 
They must have battled. Not all the elven died so easily. 


His face is stony as he considers me, like he’s deciding if he wants to 
answer. “They fed on us every night. We’d had enough.” 

“This type of killing would have taken planning, coordination.” Jarek’s 
footfalls are slow, measured, and ominous as he paces. 

“They been trading our kids to the saplin’s!” a woman cries out from the 
shadows. 

“Is that true?” Zander asks, his eyes on Elsten. 

The mortal swallows hard. “The saplings never bothered us before, but 
lately, they been showing up, demanding a vein. Corbett didn’t like bein’ 
someone’s regular meal, so he pulled a few of our children out of bed one 
night, turned ’em into your kind, and handed ’em over to the saplings to 
buy them a few months. Gave ’em something to live off in whatever hole 
they crawl into durin’ the day. Doubt they’re still alive.” 

Zander curses. “And what did the other keepers do about this?” 

“A few o’ them were angry with Corbett, but in the end, they didn’t do 
nothing, didn’t punish him at all. Said that’s the way things are, livin’ up 
here. That’s our risk. Not theirs. Ours. So when the Ybarisans showed up 
with those little glass bottles and told us the keepers would never be able to 
do that again if we listened to ’em ... we listened.” 

Of course they did. 

I would have too. 

Zander absorbs this as he studies the burning corpses. “Have many 
Ybarisans have come through here?” 

“The whole lot of them at first, when they were headin’ north with their 
supplies. But then a few would come south, and the keepers started shutting 
the gates on ’em. Didn’t like ’em coming through.” 

“And what was your arrangement with them?” Zander uses a 
conversational tone rather than accusatory, the usual cold edge when he’s 
questioning those who have wronged him absent. It’s smart; we need 
information. 


Still, the man balks. 

“We’ll get the answers from you one way or another, so you may as 
well tell him what he wants to know.” Jarek weaves through the men, 
towering over them. 

Another speaks up, a wiry man with a scruffy face. “We helped ’em get 
those vials out.” 

“How?” 

“We’d meet ’em in the eastern woods, past the summer crops. They 
would give us the vials, and we would take ’em with us on our trade routes. 
Find others who were sick of Islor’s ways to pass ’em along to.” 

“And where have those trade routes led since the Ybarisans arrived?” 

“Everywhere. Bellcross, Lyndel, Cirilea ...” 

I think of that massive ten-day fair, all those people from all over Islor, 
coming in to sell their keepers’ wares. 

The poison was already all around us. 

And now it must be making its way across Islor, tucked into wagons and 
pockets as disgruntled mortals head home. 

“How many of those vials has this village moved?” Zander’s voice has 
turned gruff. He must have come to the same conclusion. 

The man scratches his head. “I don’t think anyone ever kept count. A 
lot. Hundreds? Maybe more?” 

Not enough to pollute every mortal’s blood, but enough to cause 
hysteria. 

“What other instructions did they give you?” Zander asks. 

“They told us to wait until Hudem to take the drops.” 

“But you didn’t.” 

“Nah. Like Elsten said, we’d had enough.” 

“Pd bet all my chickens in my coop that Flann was helpin’ move some 
of it. He’s back and forth all the time, cartin’ skins and the like. And those 
fellas that got your men would have no trouble collectin’ coin from 


Isembert in one hand while passin’ out this poison to stick it to the elven 
usin’ the other. There’s a lot of folks comin’ in and out for trade this time of 
year.” Fearghal shakes his head at these villagers. “So, you got your dream 
of bein’ a real Woodswich now, huh? Except it’s through cold-blooded 
murder!” 

I can’t tell if Fearghal is going along with our way of thinking, or if he 
honestly finds what these mortals have done appalling. 

Elsten sets his jaw. “None of them did anything to stop Corbett. You 
think they wouldn’t do the same if it came to them or us for those saplin’s?” 

To that, Fearghal can only shrug. He knows as well as I do that Elsten 
has a point. 

“What is your judgment, Your Highness?” Jarek asks, nodding to the 
sky. The sun is hinting at its descent. 

Zander studies it for a long moment. “The village will open the northern 
gate and allow our company to pass without interference. If any so much as 
raises a sword, I will burn every inch of this village, with everyone in it.” 
The bonfires flare to three times their height to emphasize his point. 

Gasps sound and the villagers back away. They have no idea what their 
king is capable of. 

Zander mounts his horse. “Should the Ybarisans come this way again, 
let them know their princess is in the north and looking for them.” 

Ten minutes later, the last legionary is passing the northern gates behind 
our wagons, and Eros canters alongside Zander’s black stallion, our pace 
separating us from the others by a few horse lengths. 

Zander’s mood is as dark as a brewing storm. 

“What made you let them go?” I ask gently. 

Zander falters, as if searching for a suitable answer. “I fear Islor’s entire 
fabric is unraveling before our eyes. I cannot see anymore where the line is 
between right and wrong. If we unleash harsh punishment upon the keepers 


for their abusive ways, should we not also deliver it to those mortals who 
plan and enact nothing short of murder?” 

“Which would be those people back there.” 

“Yes. Passing judgment and conviction should be easy in this case, and 
yet I find my blade heavy and my words lost. These mortals felt desperate 
and betrayed by the rule of Islor.

“Tt doesn’t make it okay.” 

“No, it does not. But this wildfire of anger and loathing will burn to 
every corner as my kind reacts from fear and inflicts more pain, cruelty, and 
injustice. I fear it is too late already. Too late to do anything to stop the 
momentum of what is to come.” His shoulders sag. “Regardless, I have a 
caravan of mortals who have not yet committed murder, and I do not feel 
like adding to the massacre today.

“It gives them more time to disperse it through the trade channels 
without raising alarms.” I see what he means. 

“Tt is fortunate, in a way, that some mortals have not waited. But who is 
to say how many are?

Something Ianca said the first day we met in Bellcross stirs in my mind 
then.

“Tt was not a hasty plan on her or Neilina’s part,” Elisaf agrees. “Neither 
was sending half their army to these mountains under cover to exploit the 
north’s trade routes and their animosity.” 

“Even if Romeria had died during the attack, Ybaris still would have 
succeeded in tearing apart Islor.” Is succeeding at it. 

He pauses. “But how would they have known this weakness? How 
would they have known how fragile your rule is in these parts?” 

It’s obvious. “Someone has been feeding them valuable information. 
That is the only explanation. To what end, though, I am still unsure.” 

“To end your rule of Islor, or to end Islor itself.” 

“Yes, that is growing more apparent. The more we learn, the more I feel 
certain we are preparing to fight a battle that is already lost.” I keep 
thinking about Kamstead. “And what would make these saplings become so 
brazen, breaking a beneficial arrangement with Isembert that keeps them 
fed without risk, demanding the veins of immortals and then accepting 
turned children in place?” 

“Desperation ... hunger ...” Elisaf throws out ideas. 

“Or another alliance that benefits them more.” 

“With the Ybarisans,” he gives voice to my thoughts. 

That sapling who tried to take Annika knew Romeria. They were 
familiar with each other. A connection exists there, though I haven’t yet 


deciphered what it could be. 

A high-pitched screech echoes through the valley. 

“A hag. Now that’s somethin’ to run from,” Fearghal announces with 
far too much zeal. 
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(STs a deep breath, I trudge beyond the invisible border of the 
camp, my nerves on edge as much from the frequent and hair- 
raising screams that echo through the wilderness as the brooding warrior 
perched on the rocks ahead. Zorya redid his braids earlier, but only half of 
them, leaving the other half of his ash-brown hair cascading down his back. 

“What do you want?” Jarek snaps, not even turning around. 

“How did you know—” 

“Your footfalls.” He pauses. “And your blood stinks.” 

I snort as I settle on the boulder beside him, noting how the distant 
campfire shimmers in the blade he grasps. “No, it doesn’t. I have another 
day before the morels start fading.” And even when they do, I know the 
smell of my blood entices him. Entices all of them, no matter how they feel 
about me. “Which direction do you think they’ ll come from?” 

“The trees.” 

“We’re surrounded by trees.” 

“Then my answer is logical. Why are you here, Romeria? To pester me? 
Or to tell me more lies?” 

“T never lied to you.” 

“You never told me the truth.” 


“Seeing how you’re reacting, can you blame me?” I shift to get more 
comfortable, wincing at the ache in my thigh where Abarrane chopped me 
with her wooden stick. Gesine offered to heal the bruising, but the 
commander scoffed at the idea, insisting I should learn to heal like the 
warriors I’m trying to impress. “Zander and Abarrane were worried you’d 
kill me if you knew.” 

“I haven’t killed you yet, have I?” he asks, deadpan. 

“Should I thank you for that?” 

“Tt would be the courteous thing to do.” 

My head falls back with an unexpected laugh, but it’s what I needed to 
crack into this stifling tension between us. “Thank you for not killing me.” 

“Yet.” 

“Yet,” I correct. “Can I ask that you resist the urge?” 

“What do you think I’ve been doing since the moment I met you?” The 
faintest hint of amusement touches his voice now. 

I cling to it. “I don’t believe that. At first, yeah, but not anymore. I think 
you were Starting to like me. Or at least tolerate me.” I feel Jarek’s gaze on 
my profile, but I keep mine focused on the darkness ahead. “I talked to 
Eden.” 

Silence is the only answer I get. 

“Why do you make yourself out to be a perpetual prick when you can 
actually be decent and principled?” 

“A perpetual prick. I like that.” 

I lock my arm against the impulse to elbow his side. We may be talking, 
but that doesn’t mean he won’t turn on me like a rabid dog might snap at its 
owner. “She’s been through a lot. Pm worried that anyone who shows her 
even an inch of kindness will get whatever they want from her.” 

“And you assume I would take advantage of her, like a predator homes 
in on its prey.” 

“Well ... yes.” 


A harsh screech cuts through the night. 

I shudder. “What was that?” 

“A wild cat. It’s a mating call.” He pauses. “Not all that different from 
the sounds you were making this morning—” 

“Shut up.” This time I do elbow him. At least he’s joking with me now. 

A slightly more comfortable silence falls over us. 

“Thank you, by the way, for last night. I don’t know what would have 
happened if you hadn’t chased me down.” And that is the simple truth. 
Would Zander and Elisaf have been able to fight their way out without 
Jarek’s strength and skill? 

My ring is still on my finger. I slide it off and secure it in my cloak 
pocket, welcoming the vibrant pulse. 

It’s like a second heartbeat to me now. 

“What is so special about that ring?” Jarek asks after a moment. 

“Zander gave it to me.” 

“And yet another lie. Are they practiced, or do they just slide off that 
slippery tongue of yours?” 

“Tt’s not a lie! He gave it to me!” 

“I think it is more than that, though. The night of the attack outside 
Bellcross, you did not want to leave without it. Why?” 

How do I explain without getting into the convoluted and frankly 
preposterous journey I’ve taken to get here? “Because it helps me, but 
mostly it protects others.” 

“From whom?” 

From me, apparently. “It’s a very long story, and not one I trust you 
with yet.” 

Jarek snorts. “That is an odd word for you to wield.” 

“Maybe.” The truth is, I learned distrust long ago, a master of duplicity 
by the time I arrived here. 

“How can any of us ever trust you? You are Mordain.” 


“No, Pm not.” 

“Then what are you?” 

Maybe Zander’s right, and it’s time to start letting him in. Letting them 
all in. “At heart, I’m human. It’s how I was born and raised. But this body is 
elven, and the affinities tied to it are caster, and I’m only just learning how 
to use them.” 

“Princess Romeria was raised in Argon as an immortal heir to the 
Ybarisan throne.” 

“She was.” 

He inhales deeply, as if breathing in my admission, my choice of words 
not lost on him. “Is this something Mordain did?” 

I shake my head. “They don’t even know I exist.” Yet. “This was all 
Queen Neilina, who forced Ianca to summon Aoife—” 

He curses and slides off the rock. “I don’t think I want to hear any 
more.” 

“That’s fine, but at least let me say this.” I pause to make sure he isn’t 
marching away from me. “I didn’t ask for any of it. I didn’t want any of it. I 
was living my life when I got pulled in, but now I’m stuck here, and all I 
want to do is help these people and fix what’s happening in Islor. And as 
much as you or Atticus may think killing me is the answer, it’s not. It’s 
already too late for that, and I can help, I know I can.” I just don’t know 
how yet. 

My candid words are met with silence. 

“Jarek?” 

“They’re here.” 

My pulse races. “Where?” I squint into the darkness but can’t see 
anything. 

Until I can. 

Ten stealthy dark forms move forward in a line. I can barely make them 
out, save for the glowing silver ropes that dangle at their sides. 


“What are those?” I ask, but I think I already know because I’ve seen 
rope like that—at the bottom of a river, wrapped around Annika. 

“That is raw merth.” Jarek curses. “Where the fuck did they get it? And 
so much of it?” 

It clicks. “From the Ybarisans.” Of course. Ybaris is the only place it 
grows. 

And every last one of these deadly legionaries will buckle under its 
crippling effects. 

“Get back behind the line,” Jarek growls, sliding out a second blade 
from the sheath at his hip. 

“Come with me!” I beg. “You can’t fight them all off if they have 
merth!” 

“Not with you here, I can’t. Go!” he roars, stalking forward into the 
night, his blades at the ready. 

“Romeria!” Zander bellows. 

A second later, panicked shouts rise from the other side of camp. 
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y lungs burn as I cross the invisible border. The camp has 

erupted in chaos, legionaries running to meet attackers from 
all sides while shouting at the mortals to remain hidden within the 
protection of the wagons. 

“Stay here!” Zander orders and charges out before I can respond. 
Flames ignite along the camp’s perimeter, forming six-foot walls of fire that 
connect at the bonfires in each corner, keeping the mortals and me inside 
and everyone else out. 

Beyond the fire lines, countless steel clangs and shouts sound, but I 
can’t see anything. 

“Romeria!” Gesine, still in her beige dress, scales up the side of our 
wagon. 

I scramble to follow, and together we survey the scene from our new 
vantage point. 

My terror swells. Is this what they were expecting? 

The flaming walls create a box of protection around the camp similar to 
the circle I used in Norcaster, while its glow casts a wide expanse of light, 
allowing us to see far beyond. 

We watch as the Legion fights the enemy, blades and bodies moving 
with expert strokes and lightning-quick reflexes. 


The saplings all have stark white hair. 

The one who threw Annika into the river had the same. I couldn’t make 
out his face then, despite the brilliant moonlight shining from above. But I 
can see their faces now, and I understand what Elisaf meant when he said 
they couldn’t be mistaken for anything else. They look like the elven, but 
unappealing versions, their foreheads bulging, brows prominent, cheeks 
sunken in. 

“Why are there so many?” At least three for every one of our warriors, 
and they’re all around us. 

“We cannot let them overpower us at any cost.” 

If it were blade against blade, I wouldn’t be so worried, but already, 
several legionaries lay motionless on the ground, the silver cords curled 
around their limbs, rendering them immobile. And suffering. Like a 
thousand razor blades slicing across skin, Annika had said. 

“Are the saplings immune to the merth?” 

“Essentially, yes.” Gesine’s irises begin to glow as she draws on her 
affinities. “We must aid our warriors however we can.” 

I call on my affinities, and they answer instantly, stretching into my 
fingertips, waiting. 

Zorya battles two males, a blade in each of her hands, matching every 
blow with ferocious strikes, driving them away before they can get too 
close. The recent loss of an eye seemingly has not affected her skill. One 
sapling lunges, and she spins out of his reach before snapping back and 
deflecting the other’s sword. A quick maneuver gives her a window to drop 
to her knee and ram her blade into her second opponent’s stomach. He 
buckles, and after tearing her sword out, she steps into position for another 
lethal swing. 

The other sapling takes the split-second opportunity and loops the merth 
cord around Zorya’s neck. She slumps, her blade falling from her grip to lay 
next to her. 


My reaction is spontaneous. The burst of air I throw toward the male 
requires no thought, no planning. It slams into him and he soars backward 
to collide with the sapling Brynn is fighting. Both sprawl to the ground. 

Brynn doesn’t waste a moment. With a battle cry, she drives her blade 
into one chest before yanking it out and swinging her sword toward the 
neck of the one rising to his feet. 

I flinch as the sapling’s head sails through the air, landing some distance 
away. 

“Brynn!” I scream. 

Her head snaps toward me, bewilderment on her face. 

I point to Zorya. 

With a nod, she charges toward her fallen comrade, stumbling as she 
reaches her side. 

“Tt’s the merth. Even being near it for too long can weaken them.” We 
watch Brynn draw a dagger. She uses the blade to drag the merth away, 
flinging it into the fire. 

Zorya is on her feet almost instantly. 

And my shoulders sag. 

But there’s little relief to be had as I survey the scene. Plenty of saplings 
have been cut down, but more than a few legionaries have already fallen to 
merth cords. The ones who haven’t yet don’t have a second to spare, 
swarmed as they fight, trying to fend off saplings and their vicious bindings. 

This is what the saplings had planned, though. They won’t kill the 
legionaries. They want to paralyze them so they can drag them to their 
caves and shackle them for their blood supply. It’s probably how they—or 
their mortal counterparts—trapped Iago and Drakon. 

“We have to help them.” 

Gesine shoots a fireball toward a sapling that’s just taken down a 
legionary. “Is that not what we’re doing?” 

“Tt’s not enough!” 


“Tt is difficult, in such close combat.” She pauses, searches for another 
opening to strike. 

An atrow glides over the flaming perimeter to sink into a sapling’s back. 
Loth finishes him off with a swing of his sword, cleaving into his neck. 

The arrow came from within our camp. “Who was that?” I search and 
find Fearghal teetering on one of Norcaster’s rickety wagons, a bow in his 
grip. 

He pauses long enough to offer a toothy grin. “We don’t eat if we can’t 
use one of these.” 

He’s not the only one taking position on a wagon. Several other mortals 
have followed suit, clutching bows they must have scavenged from the 
weapons wagon. How many of them have aim as good as Fearghal’s, 
though? 

I get an answer a moment later, as one fires an arrow aimed at a sapling, 
and it grazes Horik’s shoulder. 

“Don’t take the shot unless you’re clear!” I bellow. The last thing we 
need is to shoot our own warriors. 

But that’s not our only worry. The fire boundary around the camp is 
wavering, the flames already half their prior height and shrinking. 

I panic as I scour the field for Zander, fearing the worst, but he’s still on 
his feet, back-to-back with Elisaf, meeting each blade strike. 

“He cannot continue fighting them and stoke this fire,” Gesine warns. 
“Tt is impossible. They need to end this quickly.” 

But they’re far from success. Too many legionaries have fallen and not 
enough saplings have. Abarrane has lost her sword, but so has her 
opponent. They’re trading a flurry of punches and kicks, but she’s 
wobbling, her footing not as assured as usual. It has to be on account of the 
glowing cord the sapling has tucked within his sleeve. How long before 
even she is overpowered? 


My attention veers beyond her to the crop of rocks I left when I raced 
back. “Where is he? Where is Jarek?” From this vantage point and with the 
fire burning, I can see all around the camp. 

But I can’t see the fierce warrior anywhere. 

My stomach sinks with cold fear. 

Two more legionaries fall, the saplings using their merth cords like 
lassos to incapacitate them. 

We are going to lose. 

And the fire wall is waning. 

There’s an opening, and Gesine sends a fire bolt toward a sapling. He 
screams as his entire body ignites, drawing the other saplings’ notice. 

“On the wagon!” one of them yells. 

Seconds later, arrows sail toward us. Fearghal and another mortal are 
hit. Fearghal tumbles off with a howl. 

Gesine throws a shield up around the wagons, blocking a second volley. 
“You must attack! Use your fear!” 

I know I have to, but I can’t blast them without risk of hitting the 
remaining legionaries. I frantically search for other ideas. 

The pond. 

I may not be able to create water, but I can manipulate it into something 
deadly. 

I let the adrenaline surge inside me and merge with all my fear and 
anger as I conjure a picture of an octopus with clawed tentacles reaching 
out from the water’s surface. A split second later, my vision comes to life, 
latching onto a nearby sapling’s limbs, clamping down tight. 

I grit my teeth as I coax the water beast to pull. The sapling’s screams 
cut off as his body parts fly in various directions. 

Gesine’s expression is a mix of shock, amazement, and horror, but when 
she sees me watching her, my stomach lurching at what I animated, she 
urges, “Again!” 


I catch and tear apart two more saplings before they smarten up and 
move out of reach. I let my octopus dissolve quietly into the pond. 

“Romeria!” Gesine shouts, pointing toward another corner where a 
sapling has hopped over the weakened fire line. 

He cuts down a brave mortal with a single sweep of his sword before 
charging for the next. His path is clear. He’s coming for us. 

My rage surges. I hit him with a blast of air that sends him flying into 
the firepit, his horrendous screams making me shudder, but I refocus as 
another sapling crosses the line. 

And another. 

They’ ve officially breached the camp. We can’t fight them all off. 

“Zander!” I shriek. 

He’s charging for a sapling when I call him. His head snaps toward me, 
and upon seeing the situation, he abandons his chase and races in, Elisaf in 
close pursuit. 

All over the grass, legionaries lie motionless, paralyzed by silver cord. 
Even Abarrane has succumbed. But within the camp’s boundaries, saplings 
stream in from all sides. 

“T have to free them. I’m the only one who can.” They need Gesine up 
here, fighting. 

“Be careful. And remember, the longer they are bound, the longer it will 
take them to recuperate.” She drops the shield and begins blasting again as I 
scramble down. 

Pan struggles to drag Fearghal out of harm’s way, the bulky man 
groaning in pain. 

I lend my strength, and together we tuck him under a wagon. “Hang in 
there, and Gesine will fix it for you.” 

“Aye. Not the way I pictured goin’.” 

“Pan, I need your help. Come with me now.” 


Together we leap over the dwindling fire border, now merely a charred 
line with glowing embers. Sprinting from one legionary to the next, we 
yank away the merth cords. 

One by one, the legionaries stir with gasps before fumbling for their 
swords and staggering to their feet. 

Pan frees Abarrane before I can, and when I reach her, she’s up and 
seething. 

“They’re in the camp!” I point toward it. “Zander is there.” 

With an enraged battle cry, she charges toward them. 

“Have you seen Jarek?” 

Pan shakes his head, and I curse. 

He must have fallen where he met that line of saplings. I squint, but it’s 
too far away and I can’t see anything. 

“What do I do with these?” Pan holds up a bunch of merth cords. 

“Burn them in the pit and then go hide under a wagon! Do not get 
yourself killed!” I don’t wait, rushing off in the direction of Ianca’s burial 
site, my pulse hammering as I stumble and veer around rocks and blueberry 
bushes. 

Three bodies lie facedown in the grass, but none are Jarek, their hair a 
signature stark white. 

I keep moving farther away from camp, the darkness swallowing me 
whole, wishing I had Gesine’s floating orb. But I have my own light source, 
I remember. I call on my affinity and ignite a bush, followed by another, 
and another. They create a path forward, leading me along a trail of sapling 
corpses. 

Finally, I spot Jarek twenty feet away, lying next to a sapling, his 
double-edged sword buried in the sapling’s chest. 

A silver cord is wrapped around Jarek’s neck. It looks like the sapling 
made a last-ditch effort to subdue him as the warrior cleaved into him. 

I rush over, and snatching the merth away, I toss it at a flaming bush. 


I’m breathless as I wait for him to stir. 

But he doesn’t move. 

“Jarek ... Jarek!” 

A thin moan slips from his lips, but no words. 

Something’s wrong. My frantic hands fumble over his body, discovering 
the hilt of a dagger that blends in with his leather, sticking out of his broad 
chest. I don’t have to see the metal to know it’s a merth blade. 

“Gesine!” I shriek into the night, my voice cracking with dread. 

She jerks in my direction, and seconds later she’s clambering off the 
wagon. I watch with horror as she swerves to avoid a sapling’s blade a 
second before Abarrane chops into its side. 

All around the camp, it looks like the tide is turning, the sapling 
numbers shrinking as the Legion hacks and carves and maims with 
vengeance. 

Gesine rushes past the bonfire, heading toward us. 

I ignite a few more bushes to help her find her way. “Okay, she’s 
coming. Help is coming. Stay alive until she gets here, you big dummy.” 
My words are laced with emotion. “Why didn’t you listen to me!” 

I swear the corner of Jarek’s mouth twitches. 

Gesine’s breath is ragged as she reaches us, Zander on her heels. 

I scramble aside to give her room. “You can fix this, right?” 

She hovers her hands over the wound. “This is a merth blade, Romeria

“But you can fix it?” I plead. 

Her brow wrinkles. “I will do what I can, but it will need all my power 
and then some.” She spares me a doubtful look before settling in. With a 
deep breath and a pause, as if counting down, she wrenches the blade from 
Jarek’s chest, earning his gasp. She tosses it away and clamps both hands 
over the wound, her eyelids shuttering. 

I can do nothing but wait. 


Zander pulls me to my feet. “Are you okay?” 

I peer down at my hands, slick with Jarek’s blood. “Fearghal was shot.” 

“Tt did not hit a major artery, so he should survive. Others were not so 
lucky.” 

“Tt looks like we’re winning, though?” 

He peers back at the camp, to where Abarrane has pinned one of the last 
saplings to the ground but hasn’t slaughtered him yet. “What you did, 
Romeria, going out there to free all the fallen legionaries—” 

“What Pan and I did,” I correct him. 

He smiles. “What you and Pan did ... it is the reason we will survive. 
And when we interrogate one of these saplings and find out where Iago and 
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A deafening screech rattles my eardrums, cutting off all conversation, 
all thought. 

Every hair on my body stands on end. “What was that?” Whatever it 
was, it was close. 

“Nothing good.” Zander squints into the darkness, searching, his sword 
in his grip. Using the burning bushes, he ignites a line of flame that crawls 
along the grass, reaching outward, granting more light. 

A dark form with four glowing red eyes watches us from the shadows 
no more than fifty yards away. 

“What is that?” I hiss. 

When it realizes it’s been spotted, it unfolds its body, quadrupling in 
size, revealing two serpentine-like heads lined with barbed spikes down 
both necks and a tail twice the length of its massive body. 

“A grif. It’s a type of wyvern, a creature from the Nulling. It’s very 
rare.” Zander curses. “I cannot believe it has found us already.” 

A Nulling creature. “It’s here because of me, isn’t it?” Like the 
nethertaur, it was drawn to my affinities. 

“Tt does not matter why it is here. You cannot fight this, Romeria.” 


“And you can?” It’s easily five times the size of the last beast. 

Zander’s line of flame flares as it skitters along the ground toward the 
beast, forcing it backward, away from us. “I can try. Return to camp.” 

But ... “I’m not leaving Gesine.” She kneels in front of Jarek, 
vulnerable as she battles to save his life. And I already know I’m no safer at 
camp than I am out here. That nethertaur ripped through tents, skewering 
people, in its bid to find me. This grif will hunt me down anywhere, and 
itll maim or kill anything in its path. Everyone is safer with me staying 
where I am. 

Legionaries rush to our aid, sprinting past us and into the danger zone. I 
don’t know if all of them together can stop something this size. 

“Fine. But once it charges, it is impossible to stop. Do not do anything 
to attract its attention.” Zander moves in, his steps calculated. 

On impulse, I fumble for my dagger. It’s useless, and yet it brings 
comfort as I grip it tightly and hover over Gesine. Jarek’s face is still and 
ashen. “How is he?” 

I get no response, but I tell myself it means nothing; she never breaks 
her concentration while in the midst of healing. 

The flames encircle the grif, leaving the beast little room to maneuver, a 
reality it seems aware of as it shifts from clawed foot to clawed foot, its 
growing agitation visible. 

Zander has steered its attention in another direction, away from Gesine 
and me. “Ready!” he bellows, a battle call to those waiting in the wings, 
their blades drawn. 

A moment later, the circle of fire bursts and the flames rise to crawl 
over the grif’s body. With an earsplitting screech, it charges through the 
fire, barreling toward Zander. Shouts sound, and he and the others scatter 
from its pounding feet, only to loop around and dive in. 

It roars as first one blade, then another, pierces its scaly flesh—quick 
jabs before the legionaries steal away, rolling and jumping to avoid its 


snapping jaws. Not all of them are fast enough, though. The grif wields its 
tail as a mighty weapon, sweeping it sideways to slam into one of the 
males, sending him sailing through the air. Another, it impales with the 
barbed tip. The legionary screams as it tosses him around, the force no 
doubt tearing apart his insides. 

By the time Zander hits it with blasts of fire and it shakes off its prey, 
the legionary’s body shows no signs of life. 

The grif backs away, out of reach of swords and fire. It lingers, as if 
calculating its next move. 

“Flanks!” Abarrane screams. The group splits to attack from the sides. 
But with two heads to track their efforts and that vicious tail, sneaking up 
proves impossible, and they scatter backward again. 

It stomps a foot in challenge. 

Zander hits it with another blast of fire, and this time when it charges 
forward, it does so with surprising speed that I don’t think Zander 
anticipated. 

My heart is in my throat as he leaps out of reach seconds before the 
grif’s teeth clamp over his head. At my fingertips, my powers pulse, ready 
to be unleashed on this thing should it succeed in catching him. 

The grif pauses, lifting one of its snouts into the air before swinging in 
my direction. 

My stomach drops. 

It can smell me. Or Gesine. 

Maybe both. 

Either way, it came for us, and now it knows where we are. 

Elisaf uses that moment’s distraction to rush in with a mighty cleave 
against its neck. Any other creature would surely have lost its head to a 
sword swing like that, but it does little except anger the grif. With a shrill 
screech, the beast lunges, and one of its gaping maws latches onto Elisaf’s 
thigh. 


I hear the bones crunch from here. 

“No!” My legs move of their own accord, the power source inside me 
bursting at the seams. 

“Romeria, get back!” Zander shouts, but I ignore him. I can’t stand by 
and watch. 

The grif has Elisaf gripped between his teeth, shaking him around like a 
dog with a toy, while the snapping jaws of its second head fends off 
Abarrane’s approach. 

I slam a blast of air into its chest. 

It rears back with a roar, releasing Elisaf, who falls limp to the ground. 

The terror that I’ve lost my closest friend grips me as I hit the beast’s 
chest with another blast, and another, forcing it back farther each time. 

Zander rushes to my side, his breath labored. 

“How do we kill this thing?” My voice bleeds with desperation. 

“I do not know that we can. I’ve only ever seen one in my lifetime, 
during the rift war. That one was winged.” 

“Some of them fly?” I stare at the beast in horror. As if it wasn’t bad 
enough as it is. 

“Right out of the rift. It killed dozens of us before five casters from 
Ybaris’s side managed to take it down. It was the only time we were on the 
same side during that fight.” 

Five? I may be powerful, but I’m only one and I’m still learning. I 
check over my shoulder to where Gesine works on Jarek. She hasn’t given 
up yet. That must bode well for him, but it’s no help to us. We need her 
knowledge, if not her power. “We have to keep it busy until she’s done.” 

The grif sniffs the air again, first with one head and then the other, but it 
doesn’t charge yet, not like the nethertaur did. 

“It knows what you are. It can smell the power in your body, and it is 
wary.” 


“A lot of good that’ll do us.” My heart constricts at the sight of Elisaf 
lying there. He still isn’t moving. 

“You cannot help him right now.” 

One of the legionaries fires an arrow at the grif’s head, striking it in the 
eye. 

It snarls in protest, clawing at the embedded object. A second arrow 
Sails into one of its mouths. A third misses its mark, bouncing off its scales. 
But the beast has had enough of being a target. It advances on the 
legionaries with renewed energy. 

I hit it with a blast of air, but it doesn’t even break its stride. 

“Spread out!” Zander hollers a second before its jaws snap at Zorya. 
She dodges and swings back, thrusting a dagger into its side before pivoting 
out of reach, only to stumble. She rolls at the last instant, narrowly avoiding 
the crushing weight of its paw.

“Zander!” 


The ring of desperation in Abarrane’s screech splits my concentration 
and my hold on the healing thread. My attention snaps toward the battle. 
Zander is sprawled on his back, and the giant spear on the end of the grif’s 
tail aims down with a mighty thrust. 

He’s not going to escape it this time. 

“No!” The word tears from my throat. 

A surge of power like nothing I’ve ever felt shatters inside me. 
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leap out of the way, but not fast enough. 

The grif’s tail catches my shoulder, sending my sword flying 
one way and my body another. I crash into the ground, the impact like 
colliding with a stone wall. I struggle to regain my focus. 

“Zander!” Abarrane’s shriek is the only warning I have before I see the 
deadly spear driving toward my chest. 

Nothing can protect me now—not my elven make, not my noble blood, 
and surely not Malachi’s fire in my veins. 

A shrill scream rattles my eardrums a split second before a brilliant 
white light blinds me from witnessing my impending doom. 

Intense heat scorches my skin. 
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CRomeria ... Romeria!” 


I regain consciousness with a slap across the cheek. Abarrane 
hovers over me, scowling, only her face is lined with worry rather than 
anger or annoyance. 

My head swims in that underwater sensation again, the one that means 
I’ve drained my power. I struggle to lean up onto my elbow, my arm 
wobbly. 

The first person I see is Elisaf. He’s propped up with Zorya’s help, his 
tawny skin still tinged with an ashen pallor.

I grimace at the gruesome image he conjures.

What did I channel? I’ve wielded all four affinities now, and none felt 
like that. I wonder what Gesine might know of it. 

Gesine. 

Jarek. 

I’m suddenly wide awake. “Was she able to save him? Jarek. Is he 
going to be okay?” I hold my breath, dreading the answer in case it’s not the 
one I want. 

“Gesine still needs to finish repairing the damage, but he will survive.” 


Tension slides from my body. I can’t explain this feeling, but something 
deep inside senses I will need Jarek by my side. “And what about Elisaf? I 
didn’t know what I was doing, but I think it was working?” 

“You stemmed the blood loss and repaired enough of the damage to tide 
him over until Gesine could tend to him. He is alive because of you.” 
Zander strokes hair off my face. “We are all alive because of you. And 
everyone is grateful.” He leans in to press a kiss against the hollow of my 
throat. 

“Tt’s a nice change from what everyone’s usually saying about me.” 

He chuckles, his breath tickling my skin. “I imagine so.” 

What are the chances 
another grif will find me?” “They won’t be grateful if they have to keep 
doing this. 

He pulls away, revealing a somber expression. “They are rare, but I 
cannot say for certain how long before another surfaces. In any case, we 
should reach the caves in two or three days, and they cannot follow us in 
there. They won’t fit through the entrance.” 

“Suddenly these caves don’t seem so bad.” 

He chuckles. “They are quite comfortable, from what I remember. 
Spacious.” 

“As comfortable as a queen’s quarters in the castle?” I wonder if Saoirse 
has already moved in. 

“More comfortable than this wagon.” His tongue traces a line over my 
collarbone. 

“It’s growing on me.” Especially now, with Zander here. I close my 
eyes as his teeth playfully scrape against my skin. There was once a time, 
so long ago now, that he did the same for a very different reason. I whisper, 
“Show them to me?” I don’t have to elaborate. 

He freezes. 

“Please?” 


“Why would you want to see the part of me I abhor so much?” 

“Because it is a part of you, and I want to know every part of you, inside 
and out, good and ... otherwise.” I hesitate. “We have a long life together 
ahead of us, don’t we?” Or have I misread that? 

I swallow my doubt and wait for him to deny me again, to find some 
excuse about why it’s not safe. When he pulls back and the two white, 
needlelike fangs are already elongated, awaiting my inspection, I’m taken 
aback for a few seconds.

Does Zander feel an impulse every time he slides these teeth into a 
woman’s neck? Will he, from now on? If I spend any time thinking about it, 


I might get angry and jealous, but I remind myself that I can’t be angry 
about that; it’s not his fault. It’s how Malachi designed his kind. 

All I can ask is that he doesn’t act on that need. 

Unless it’s with me. 

I lean in and ever so carefully drag the tip of my tongue along that same 
inside edge. 

His fangs vanish with his snarl, and in the next instant, he’s on top of 
me. “Do not torment me like that.” He punctuates his words with a thrust 
that goes nowhere, our clothes an effective barrier. Rarely are we ever 
dressed when we’re in bed together. It adds a layer of heady anticipation 
now. 

“Is that what you think I was doing? Tormenting you?” I work my 
hands between us and push against his stomach until he lifts himself high 
enough that I can reach the strings of his breeches. My fingers fumble as I 
hastily unfasten them, exposing the velvety soft skin beneath. It’s only been 
a day since we were alone like this, and yet it feels like an eternity. I curl 
my hand around his hard length, drawing a desperate moan from his lips as 
I stroke him. 

“Please.” 

“T like it when the king begs, I tease, reaching for his pants, intent on 
pushing them down for easier access. 

A bloodcurdling scream stalls my hands and terror slows my heartbeat. 

Oh my God. 

Not again. 

“Tt’s okay. It’s just one of the saplings.” 

“Just?” 

“Abarrane has been questioning them all night about Iago and Drakon’s 
whereabouts.” His gaze flips to the little window. “And now the sun is 
coming up.” 

Which means the sapling is burning alive under it. 


Another scream pierces the silence. 

“It should be over soon.” 

While I have no love for those creatures who came here, intent on 
stealing the Legion away, I cannot tolerate torture, especially not this form 
of it. 

My hands fall from Zander’s pants. 

With a groan, Zander settles beside me again, accepting that the mood is 
effectively ruined. 


As the long train of wagons and horses heads north, my focus grazes over 
the seven unmarked graves by the crop of stones. I couldn’t save everyone 
last night. Two legionaries are buried on either side of Ianca, along with 
four mortals.

He’s pale and moving stiffly, but 
otherwise, he seems in good spirits. If he needs more repairs, he’ll have to 
wait. Gesine is with Elisaf in a wagon, finishing what I started on his leg. 

The legionaries answer with a chorus of cheers and laughter. 

“Perhaps not so crispy, though.” Jarek smirks, but neither his tone nor 
his demeanor carry that same sharp edge he normally wields for me. 

No one would be the wiser that he nearly died last night. 

Would have died, Gesine promised, had I not gone searching for him 
when I did. 

But I know. 

And he knows. 

And when our eyes meet, something silent passes between us that I 
don’t fully understand but makes me think I have nothing to worry about 
from the fierce warrior anymore. 


He trots ahead to Abarrane’s side. 


“That is Stonekeep.” Zander regards the sheer wall of rock that soars high 
into the sky. Its symmetrical shape reminds me of a cathedral’s facade, 
stretching up to a peak. But that’s all it is—a giant rock wall. Nothing else 
surrounds it but more mountains. 

This is the place Gesine is so desperate to reach? The place she believes 
will save Islor? 

We traveled through the lush forest for two days before the looming 
trees began thinning, turning sparse and twiggy, and then vanished 
altogether. Now our caravan is crossing an expanse of arid, cracked soil, 
hard rock, and frigid air, the wind trying its hardest to cut through the 
leather and fur layers I found laid out for me the morning after the grif 
attack.

Zander points past the wall to where the 
snow-capped mountains dip into a crevice of green before stealing a glance 
toward Gesine. “We should head straight there so we can settle, and perhaps 
venture back in a few days’ time when we have rested—” 

“No.” The word comes hard and fast from Gesine’s lips. With a breath, 
her typical serene demeanor is back. “We do not know what lies ahead or 
behind us, how far the Islorian army truly is, or how close the Ybarisans 
are. We do not know what else may surprise us out here.” She doesn’t have 
to mention the grif—it’s still on our minds. “Each new day brings danger. A 
few days may change the course of everything, and there is something 
Romeria must see here, today.” 

Zander’s lips purse. We’re down to fifteen legionaries, and they’ve been 
keeping them close rather than sending out scouts. Gesine’s not wrong; we 
really don’t have a good grasp of what waits for us ahead. 

“What is the witch talking about?” Jarek demands. “What must Romeria 
see in these deadlands?” 

I stifle my sigh. I warned Zander that he should tell the others. “There’s 
something at Stonekeep that Gesine feels is vital to Islor.” I hesitate. “It has 
to do with a prophecy.” 

“Prophecy?” Abarrane hisses. “We are following Mordain’s nonsense 
now?” 

“No, we’re trusting someone who has done nothing but help us so far,” I 
snap. “We will leave the wagons here and ride ahead with a few warriors. 
They could use a rest, anyway.” 

Zander glances back at the mortals who follow us blindly, as if to 
confirm my claim. The ones on foot are hobbling. “If it helps Gesine see the 
error in relying on prophecy once and for all, then so be it. Let us go now.” 


Her sharp green eyes settle on the stone wall, still at least a mile away. 
“There is something there for us. I know it.” 


Eros weaves around the boulders, his footing cautious on the loose stone as 
our group of seven closes in. Abarrane, Zorya, and Jarek scan meticulously, 
as if expecting an assault.

She reaches forward 
and presses a tentative hand against the stone, closing her eyes. “Romeria, 
come.” 


I dismount and follow her over. 

“What do you sense?” There’s urgency in her question. She so badly 
wishes for an answer other than “nothing,” to prove herself and the casters 
right. 

The same impulse I felt in the nymphaeum stirs in me now, and instead 
of pressing my palm against the stone as Gesine does, I run my fingertip 
along one of the engraved curls. 

Faint laughter stirs in my ears. “Did you hear that?” 

“Hear what?” Abarrane snaps, her head swiveling, searching for a 
threat. 

I’ve heard it before, that day in the nymphaeum with Annika. At the 
time, I dismissed it as Saoirse and her flock. 

I slide a fingertip over the engraving again, and the infectious giggles 
multiply.

Realization rolls over me, a conflicting wave of excitement and fear. 
“The nymphs. I can hear the nymphs.”

“Nothing. They’re laughing.” At me? With me?

“Are you saying they’re trying to talk to me?” 

Zander hops off his horse and strolls over to mimic my finger trail but 
shakes his head. “I can’t hear anything.” 

I slowly trace the swirling lines, following them along the massive wall. 
“They’re getting louder, and there’s more of them.” 


“Keep going. They may be leading you somewhere.” Gesine follows 
beside me, wringing her hands. This is what she’d hoped for, I realize. 

To what end, though? 

Did she understand what Ianca meant all along? 

The chorus grows, the sounds pulling my smile despite my 
apprehension. It reminds me of a classroom of preschoolers, laughing 
hysterically at a joke.

Gesine’s green eyes glow 
as she arms herself with her affinities. “This is what must be.” 

As if in answer to her declaration, the ground rumbles, distracting Jarek 
from whatever he was planning. A deafening crack sounds and our horses 
rear, nearly throwing off their skilled riders. 

The sheer rock wall splits, the center sliding backward into itself, 
releasing my hand from its fanged grip. 

A city opens beyond. 
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hat is this place?” I whisper to no one in particular as we lead our 


horses through two open portcullises. The tunnel chiseled from the 
mountain is perhaps fifty paces deep, and on the other side, cobblestone 
streets fan out in various directions, each lined with elaborate stone 
buildings, their windows adorned with bursts of summer flowers. Lush trees 
mark comers next to park benches. It’s as manicured as my castle grounds. 

And none of it makes sense. 

“Our future, I think.” Gesine’s eyes are wide with genuine shock as she 
takes in the same sights. “This must be what the seers have seen. The 
nymphs’ token.” 

“They left us a city?” 

“A haven.” 

“A haven for whom?” Abarrane’s sword is in her nimble grip, her 
stance rigid. “We have no idea what else lives in here.” 

It is eerily empty, not a living being in sight. Not a bird, not a squirrel. 

Not one of us. 

Jarek scans the buildings, a weapon in each hand as if expecting a 
Nulling creature to materialize at any moment. 

But an odd calm, one I cannot explain, has settled over me since passing 
through the gates. 


“Is it me, or is it warm here?” Romeria tugs at her cloak collar as she 
guides Eros around in a slow circle, taking in the ghost city. 

It’s definitely warmer. Too warm for our leathers and furs, but my 
bigger concern is the blood dripping freely from Romeria’s hand. A demand 
that Gesine heal her is on the tip of my tongue when Romeria gasps, her 
focus on something behind us. 

We all whip around as one, as if anticipating an attack. 

There, carved into the stone above the gate, are two crescent moons, 
intersected.
